the moſt Remarkable Paſſages of his Life, to the Laſt Barba- 
rous Violence upon him at Delphos. As to his Impediment in 
| his ſpeech, whether there. wereany ſuch thing or Not, or how 
he came to be cufd of it, the Reader isat Liberty what to Be- 
lieve and what Not. And fo likewiſe for Twenty Other Paſ- 
ſages up and down this Hiftory ; Some of them too Trivial , 
and others too Groſs to be, taken Notice of, Upon this Argu- 
ment and Occaſion : Let it ſuffice, that (according to the Com- 
mon Tradition ) he had been Already Twice Bought and Sold ; 
and ſo we ſhall Date the Story of his Adventures; from his 
Entrance into the Service of at leaſta Third Maſter. 

As to the Ape heliv'd in, it is Agreed upon among the An- 
tients, that ir was when Cr&ſus Govern'd Lydia ; as alſo that 
 Xanthus, a Samian, was his Maſter. Herodotus will have it to 
be one Jadmon a Samian too ; but ſtill according to the Current 
of moſt Writers, Xanthus was the Man.

Zlop aud bis Fellow-ſlaves Upon their ourney 
to Epheſus. 


IZ was Zſop's Fortune to be ſent to Epheſus, in Company 
'L with other Slaves to be ſold. His Maſter had a great many Bur- 
dens to Carry, and Eop beggd of his Companions not to over 
Charge him. They found him a Weakling , and bad him 
pleaſe himſelf. The Parcel that he Pitch'd upon was a Panier of 

read ; and twiceas heavy as any of the reft. They called 
him a thouſand Fools for his pains, and ſo took up their Lug- 
gage, and away they Trudgd together. About Noon, they 


their Dinner deliverd out of Xſop's Basket, which made 


his Burden Lighter by one half in the . Afternoon, then it had 
been in the Morning : And after the next Meal he had Nothing 
left him to Carry, but an Empty Basket. His Fellow-Slaves 
began Now to Underſtand, that Zſop was not fo Arrant a Pool 


as they took him for ; and that they Themſelves had not half 
the Wit they Thought they had,

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Flop is accusd by Falſe Witneſſes for Stealing bis 
Maſter s Figs ; and brings himſelf off by bis Wits, 
to the Confuſron of bis Accuſars. 


SOP was not of a Make to do his Maſter much Credit 
in the Quality of a Hou/hold Servant : So that he rather 
ſent him abroad into the Fields a Digging, and totake care ofhis 
Husbandry. By the time he had been there a While, his Maſter 
went out after him to ſee how he went on with his Work ; and 
found Every thing done much to his SatisfaQtion. In this Inte- 
rim comes a Countryman to him with a Preſent of moſt Delicious 
Figs; which he was ſo Wonderfully delighted with , that he 
gave them in Charge to his Boy Agathopus to ſee them carefully 
laid up till he came back again from the Bath, whither he was 
then a going. Z/op, it ſeems, was now gone home upon ſome 
Particular Bufineſs, and Agathopus laid hold of This Occafion 
to tell One of his Companions, of a Defign he had, both upon 
the Figs, and upon their Fellow-Servant. What have we more to do 
ſays he, than to Stuff our Guts with Theſe Figs our ſelves, and 
then lay the Roguery upon Fſop, who is at This Inſtant in the 
Houſe where they are * And then, when our Maſter comes to Examine 
the Matter, we are Two Witneſſes to One againſt him, which will make it 
fo clear a Caſe, that the Silly Cur will not have the Face to Deny the 
Fa. The Plot, in ſhort, was agreed upon ; and to work 
they went, upon the Figs, making themſelves Merry upon E- 
very Bit they Swallow'd, to Conſider how Xſop's Carcaſe was to 
pay for All. 

The Maſter, upon his coming from the Bath, call'd imme- 
diately for his Figs, and hearing that op had been beforehand 
with him, he ſent for him in a Rage, and Rattled him with a 
Thouſand Traytors and Villains, for Robbing his Houſe, and De- 
vouring the Fruit that he had ſet apartfor his own Palate. This 
Miſerable Wretch, heard, and underſtood All that was ſaid ; but 
by Reaſon of an Imperfection in his Speech, he was notable to 
ſpeak one Word in his Own Defence. His Enemies in the 
mean time Inſulting over him, and calling for Juſtice upon ſo 
Inſolent a Cheat. They were now advancing from Reproches 
to Blows, When Zſop caſt himſelf at his Maſter's Feet,and begg'd 


his Patience only till he might go out, and come in again. He 


(a) went 
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went his way immediately, and fetch'd a Veſſel of Warm Water; 
took a Large Draught of it, in his Maſters Preſence, and with his 
Finger in his Throat brought itall Clear up again without any O- 
ther Mixture. After This Experiment upon Himſelf, he gave his 
Maſter to Underſtand, that if he would be pleaſed toput his Accu- 
ſersto the Same Teſt, he ſhould quickly ſee what was become of 
his Figs. The Propoſal ſeem'd ſo Reaſonable,that he Order'd Aga- 
 topbus and his Fellow to do the Like. They made ſome Difficulty 
at firſt of following X/ſops Example ; but in the end, upon tak- 
ing a Soup of the ſame Liquor, their Stomachs Wambled, and 
up came the Water, Figs and all. Upon This Evidence of the Trea- 
chery and Falſhood of Agathopus and his Companion, the Maſter 
Order'd them tobe Soundly Laſh'd, and made good the Old 
Saying, Harm Watch, Harm Catch. 


Cuae. IV. 
T he Sale of ZEſop to Nanthus. 


P ON the Merchants Arrival at Epheſus, he made a 

quick Riddance of All his Slaves but Three. That is to 
ſay, a Muſician, an Orator, and Xſop. He dreſs'd up the Two 
Former in Habits anſwerable to their Profeſhon, and Carry'd 
them to Samos, as the Likelieft Place for a Chapman. He 
ſhew'd them there in the open Market, with Zſp for a Fool 
betwixt them; which ſome People took much offence at. * 
While they were attending upon the Place, there came among 
other Samians, one Xanthus an Eminent Philoſopher of that City, 
with a Train of his Diſciples at his Heels. The Philoſopher was 
mightily pleaſed with the Two Youths, and ask'd them one af- 
ter another about their Profeſhon, and what they could do. The 
one told him he could do any thing, the other that he could do 
evry thing ; this ſet Zſop a laughing at 'em. The Philoſopher's 
Pupils would Needs know what it was that made Eſop ſo mer- 
ry. Why fays he, if the Queſtion had been put by your Ma- 
ſter, I ſhould have told him the reaſon of it. 

Xanthus in the mean time was beating the Price of the Two 
other Slaves, but the Terms were ſo high, that he was juſt upon 
turning about to go his way, Only the Pupils would needs have 
him put the ſame Queſtions firſt to the Il favour'd Fellow, that 
he had done to the other I wo ; and fo Xanthus, for the Humour 

ſake, 
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ſake, Interrogated Z/op what He could do. Nething at all, ſays 
he. How comes That fays the Philoſopher ? My Companions, 
ſays the Other, Undertake every thing, and there's Nothing left 
for me to do. This gave them to Underftand,that the Man knew 
well enough what he faid, and what he Laugh'd at. Well ! 
ſays Xanthus, but 1f I ſhould give Money for you Now, would 
you be Good and Honeſt ? I'll be That, ſays Xſop whether you 
Buy me or No. Ay, but tell me again fays the Philoſopher, 
Won't you run away ? Pray fays ſep, did you ever hear of a 
Bird in a Cage that told his Maſter he Intended to make his EC 
cape ; Xanthus was well enough pleaſed with the Turn and 
Quickneſs of his Wit; but ſays he, That Unlucky Shape of 
yours will ſet People a Hooting and Gaping at you wherever 
you go. A Philoſopher fays op ſhould value a man for his 
Mind, Not for his Body. This preſence of Thought gave Xan- 
thus a High Opinion of the Wiſdom of the Man ; and ſo hebad 
the Merchant ſet him his Loweſt Price of That Miſerable Crea- 
ture. Why ſays he, you had as good Cheapen a Dunghil; but if 
youll bid me like a Chapman for either of the Other Two, you 
ſhall have this Phantome into the Bargain. Very good fays the 
Philoſopher ; and without any more a do whats' your felling 


Price? The Merchant ſpeaks the Word, The Philoſopher pays 
the Money, and takes Eſop away with him. 


Cruae. V, 


Xanthus Preſents AEſop to bis iVife. 


ANTHUS had no ſooner madehis Purchaſe,and car- 
ryd his Jewel home with him, but, having a kind of 
2 Nice Froward Piece to his Wife,the Great Difficulty was how 
to put her in humour for the Entertainment of this Monfter,with- 
out throwing the Houſe out at the Window. My Dear, fays he, 
You have been often complaining of Careleſs Servants. ; And 1 
have bought you one Now that I am Confident will fit your 
Turn. He ſhall Goand Come, and Wait, and do Every thing as 
you would have him ; Oh, your Servant Sweet heart ſays ſhe, 
but what did he Coft you ? Why truly very Reaſonable ; but at 
Preſent He'sa Little Tann'd,and out of caſe you muſt know, with 
his Journey, ſays the Husband,and ſo he Orderd him to becalld 


in. The Cunning Gipſy ſmoak d the Matter preſently. Some 
Monſter 
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Monfter ſays ſhe, I'll be Hanged elſe. Wite, Wife, ſays Xanthus, 
If youare a good Women, I hat that Pleaſes Me Muſt Pleaſe You 
too. While Theſe Words were between his Lips, up comes ſep 
towards them ; ſhe gave him a Fierce Look, and Immediately: 
diſcharg'd herCholer upon herHusband. Is this a Man,or a Beaſt? 
ſays ſhe, and what Clearer Proof in the World Could You have 
given me Now, of an Inſufferable Hatred and Contempt ; #/op 
ſaid not one Word all This While ; "till Xanthus Rouz'd him 
with a Reproof. Oh Villain ! fays he ; to havea Tongue and 
Wit at Will upon All other Occafions,and not one Diverting Syl- 
lable Now at a Pinch, to Pacify your Miſtreſs ! Xſop, after a ſhort 
Pauſe upon t, Bolted out an old Greek Saying, which is in Engl 
to this Effed, From Lying at the Mercy of Fire, Water, and a Wicked 
Woman, Good Lord Deliver us. If the Wife was heartily angry be- 
fore, I his Scomm made her Stark Mad, and the Reproche was 
ſo Cutting too, that Xanthus himſelf did not well know how to 
take it. But Aſop brought himſelf off again from the Malice of 
any 11] Intention, by a Paſſage out of Euripides to this Purpoſe. 
The Raging of a Tempeſtuous Sea ; The Fury of a Dewouring Fire, and 
the Pinching Want of Neceſſaries for Life, are Three Dreadful Things, 
and a Body might reckon up a Thouſand more ; but all this is 
Nothing to the Terrible Violences of an Impetuous Woman, and there 
fore ſays he, Make your ſelf as Glorious on the other fide, in the 
Rank of Good Women. Vawaſor the Jeſuite, in his De Ludicrs Di- 
Fione, takes Notice of a Blunder here in the Chronology of the 
Story. For Zſop was Murderd at leaſt Fourſcore Years before 
Euripides was Born. But to follow the Thrid of the Relation ; 
Upon this Oblique Admonition, the Woman came to her ſelf 
again. And took Zſop into her good Graces, who render'd his 
Maſter and Miſtreſs All the Offices of a Faithful Servant.

ZEſop's Anſwer to a Gardner. 


OME Two or Three Days after the Encounter above 
mentioned, Xanthus took Aſop along with him to a Gar- 
den to buy ſome Herbs, and the Gard'ner ſeeing him in a Habit 
ofa Philoſopher, told him the Admiration he was in, to find how 
much fafter Thoſe Plants ſhot up that Grow of their own Accord, 
than Thoſe that he ſet Himſelf, though he took never ſo much 
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Care about them. Now youthat are a Philoſopher, Pray will 
you tell me the meaning of This? Xanthus had no better an- ' 
ſwer at hand, then to tell him, That Providence would have ito : 
Whereupon Xfop brake out intoa Loud Laughter. Why how 
now Ye ſlave You, fays Xanthus, what do you Laugh at ? 
Zſop took him afide and told him, Sir, I Laugh at your Ma- 
ſter, that Taught You no hetter: for what ſignifies a Gen'ral 
Anſwer to a Particular Queſtion? And tis no News Neither 
that Providence orders All Things : But if you'll turn him over 
to me, You ſhall ſee 11] give him another\ort of Reſolve, Xan- 
thus told the Gard'ner, that it was below a Philoſopher to buſy 
his head about ſuch Trifles ; but ſays he, If you have a Curioh- 
ty to be better Informd, you ſhall dowell to ask my Slave here, 


and ſee what hell ſay to you. Upon this, the Gard'ner put the 


Queſtion to Zſop, Who gave him this Anſwer. The Earth 
is in the Nature of a Mother to what She brings forth of 
hre Self , out of her own Bowels ; Whereas She is only a 
kind of a Step-Dame, in The Production of Plants that are Cul- 
tivated and Afiſted by The Help and Induſtry of Another : fo 
that it's Natural for her to Withdraw her Nouriſhment from 
the One, towards The Relief of the Other. The Gard ner, 
upon this, was ſo wel] ſatisfied, That he would take no Mo- 
ney for his Herbs, and defired Eſop to make Ule of his Garden 
for the future, asf it were his own. 

There are ſeveral Stories in Planudes, that I ſhall paſs over 
in this Place ( ſays Camerarius ) as not worth the while : Parti- 
cularly The Fables of the Lentills, the Bath, the Sow's Feet, and 
ſeveral Little Tales and Jefts that I take to be neither well Laid, 
nor well put together ; Neither is it any matter, in Relations 
of this Nature, Whether they be True or Falſe, butif they be 


| Proper and Ingenious ; and fo contriv'd, that the Reader or the 


Hearer may be the better for them, That's as much as is requir- 


' ed : Wherefore I ſhall now Commit to Writing Two Fables or 


Stories, One about the bringing his Miſtreſs home again, when 
ſhe had left her Husband ; Which 1s drawn from the Model 
of a Greek Hiſtory ſet out by Pauſanias in his Deſcription of Be- 
tia ; The Other, upon the Subject of a Treat of Neats Tongues, 
which was taken from Bas, as we have 1t from Platarch in his 
Convivium Septem Sapientum,

T H E Wife of Xanthus was well born and wealthy, but fo 
* * Proudand Domineering withal, as if her Fortune and her 
Extra&tion had Entituled her to the Breeches. She was Horribly 
Bold, Medling,and Expen/rve ; ( as that ſort of Women common- 
ly are ) Eafily put off the Hooks, and Monſtrous hard to be 
pleaſed again : Perpetually chattering at her Husband, and 
upon All occafions of controverſy, Threatning him to be gone. 
It came to this at aft, That Xanthuss ſtock of Patience being 
quite ſpent, he took up a Reſolution of going another way to 
Work with her, and of trying a Courſe of Severity, fince there 
was nothing to be done with her by Kindneſs. But this Expe- 
riment, inſtead of mending The matter, made it worfe ; for up- 
on harder Uſage, The Woman grew Deſperate, and went away 
from him in Earneſt. She was as Bad 'tis true as Bad might 
'well be, and yet Xanthus had a kind of Hankering for her till: 
Befide that there was matter of Intereſt in the Caſe : and a Pe- 
ſilent Tongue ſhe had, that the Poor Husband Dreaded above 
all things Under the Sun : but the mari was willing however to 
make the Beſt of a Bad Game, and ſo his Wits and his Friends 
were ſet at Work, inthe faireſt Mariner that Might be. to get her 
home again. But there was No good to be done int it ſeems ; 
and Xanthus was fo viſibly out of Humour upon't, that Fſop in 
Pure Pity bethought himſelf Immediately how to Comfort him. 
Come Maſter (fays he) Pluck up 4 good heart ; for I hhavea Pro- 
je& in my Noddle that ſhall bring my Miſtreſs to you back a- 
gain, with as good a Will asever ſhe went from you. What 
does me ſcp, but away Immediately to the Market among the 
Butchers, Poulterers, Fiſhmongers, Confetioners, &c. for the 
Beſt of Every thing that was in Seaſon. Nay he takes private 
People in his way too, and Chops 1nto the very houſe of his Mi- 
ſtreſſes Relations, as by Miftake. This Way of Proceeding ſet 
the whole Town a Gog to knorv the Meaning of all this Buſtle, 
and Xſop innocently told every body That his Maſters Wife 
was runaway from him, and he had Marry'd another : His 
Friends-up and down were all Invited to come and make Mer- 
ry with him, and T his was to be the Wedding Feaſt. The News 


flew 
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flew like Lightning, and happy were they could carry the Firſt 


Tydings of it to the Run-away-Lady : ( for every body knew ME ſop 


to bea Servant in That Family.) It Gathered in the Rolling, as 
all Other Stories do in the Telling: Eſpecially where Womens 
Tongues and Paſſions have the ſpreading of them. The Wife, 
that was in her Nature Violent, and Unſteady, ofder'd her Cha- 
riot to be made ready Immediately, and away ſhe Poſts back to 
her Husband : falls upon him with Outrages of Looks and Lan- 


guage; and after the Eafing of her mind a Little ; No Xanthus, 


ſays ſhe, Do not you Flatter your ſelf with the hopes of Enjoy- 
ing another Woman while I am alive. Xanthus look'd upon this 
as otie of X#ſop's Maſter-pieces ; and for that Bout All was well 
again betwixt Maſter and Miſtreſs.

An Entertainment of Neats T ongues. 


& OME fewdays after the Ratification of This Peace, Xanthus 
i ) Invited ſeveral Philoſophers of his Acquaintance to Supper 
with him ; and Charges Zſop to make the Beſt Proviſion he could 
think of, for their Entertainment. Zſop had a Wit waggiſh E- 
nough, and This General Commiſhon furniſhed him with Mat- 
ter to work upon. So ſoon. as ever the Gueſts were ſet down at 
the Table, Xanthus calls for Supper, and Expe&ed no leſs than a 
very Splendid Treat. TheFirſt Service was Neats Tongues ſliced, 
which the Philoſophers took Occaſion to Diſcourſe and Quibble 
upon in a Grave Formal way, as The Tongue ( for the purpoſe ) 
is the Oracle of Wiſdom, and the like.

When Xantbus found the Sence of the Table to be on X/op's 
fide ; Well my Friends fays he ; Pray will You Eat with me to 
Morrow, and [ll try if Ican mend your Chear; and Mr. Major 
Domo, ſays he to #ſop, let it be the Care of your Gravity and 
Wiſdom to provide us a Supper to Morrow, of the very worlſt 
Things You can Think of. |

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Flop brings his Maſter a Gueſt That had no ſort of 
| __ Gurioſety in bim. 


IL ANTHUS laid hold of the Preſent Occafion, and 


was willing enough to be furniſhed with a Staff to beat a 
Dog. Well Sirrah, ſays he, fince this Learned Gentleman 1s too 
Curious 3 go you your ways and find me out a Man that has no 
Curiofity at All, or Ill Lace your Coat for ye. ſep, the next 
day, Walked the whole Town over on This Errand ; and at 
Laſt, found out a Slovenly Lazy Fellow, Lolling at his Eaſe, as if 
he had Nothing to do, or to take care for; and ſoup to him he 
went in a Familiar Way; and Invited him to his Maſter's to Sup- 
er. The Clown made no Ceremony of promiſing, but fell 
Preſently to asking what kind of Man his Maſter was? And what, 
ſays he, are we going juſt now? ( for this Poor Devil look'd up- 
on a Meals Meat Gratis, as a Bleſſing Dropt into his Mouth out 
of the Skies) Come ( ſays Fſop) we are going this very Mo- 
ment ; and Wonderfully Glad he was to find by the Booby's Diſ- 
courſe, That he had met with a Man fo fit for his Purpoſe. 
Away they went together, and ſo ftrait into the Parlour, where 
the Blockhead throws Himſelf down Dirty and Beaſtly as he 
was, upon a Rich Couch. After a very little While, in comes 
Xanthus to Supper, and asks Xſop who That Man was? Why 
This is the Man, ſays /£ſep, that you ſent me for ; that 1s to ſay, 
a Man that has no Curie/ity in him at All. Oh that's very well, 
ſays Xanthus, and then told his Wife in her ear, That if ſhe 
would be but a Loving and Obedient Wife to him, and do as 
he bad her, he would now fave her Longing, for, ſays he, I have 
been a Great while Seeking for an Occaſion to pick a Quarrel 
with Zſop, and I have found it at laſt: Afﬀer this Whiſper, 
Xantbus takes a T urn in the Parlour, and calls aloud to his Wife. 
Heark ye Sweet Heart, ſays he, go fetch ſome Water, and Waſh 
the Feet of my Gueſt here. Away ſhe goes, brings a Baſon to the 
fide of the Couch, where the Clowti-was laid at his Length, and 
bad him put forth his Feet for her to Waſh them; _ Fanthus little 
thought he would have done it. But the Clown, after a little 
Stumble within himſelf, that 'twas fitter for the Maid to dot, 
then the Miſtreſs; Well fays he, If it be the Cuſtom of the Fa-

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So ſoon as ever the Company had taken off the Edge of their 
Stomachs ; Xanthus calls for a Bumper, and puts it into the hands 
of the Clown, making No doubt but he would have allow his 
Hoſt the Honor of being his Tafter.

The Bumpkin took no 
Notice of it at All, but without ſpeaking one Word on the 
Cooks Behalf ; It was Nothing to him he thought, what other 
People did with their Servants. 

They were come Now to their Cakes and Pyes, and the 
Clown Guttled upon them without Mercy. Xanthus Reſolves 
then upon Another Iryal; Calls for hisPaftry-Cook and tells him, 
Sirrah, ſays. he, you ſpoil every thing that goes through your 


hands. There's neither Spice, nor any other Seaſoning here. - 


The Cook told him, That if they were either Over or Under- 
Bak'd, it was his Fault ; But for the Spice and Seaſoning, it 
was his Miftreſles, for it was All put in that ſhe Deliverd. Nay 
Wife, fays Xanthus, if it ſticks there, By All that's Sacred, I! 
Treat you no better then if you were a Slave bought with my 
Money. Wherefore Strip Immediately and Prepare for a Dog- 
Whip. Aanthus thought with himſelf; that If any thing in 
the World could move this Barbarous Brute, he would have 
put in a Word at Leaſt to fave a Woman of Honour from fo 
Scandalous an Indignity, But fays this Loggerhead to himſelf; 
Thete'san old ſaying ; What have We to do to Quench other Peoples 
Fires ? And Tleen keep my ſelf Clear of Other Peoples Mat- 
ters; Only he took Xanthus by the Hand indeed, and told him 
if he would but Stay a Little, he'd go fetch his own Wife too, 
and ſo they might take the Laſh by Turns. In one word, Xan- 
thus miſſed his Aim at laſt ; and though he was troubled at the 
Miſcarriage, he could not but Laugh yet at the Simplicity of 
the Man, and Confeſs, that Zſop was in the Right, in bring- 
ing a Perſon to him that had no Curioſity at all. 
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Cuaye. XL, 
Flop's Anſwer to a Magiſtrate. 


T happened ſome few days after the Laſt Paſſage above, that 
Xanthus, having ſome Buſineſs at the Public | 
Z#ſep to ſee if there were any Great Throng of Men there; a Ma- 
oiſtrate meets him Upon the Way, and Asks him whither he was 
going ? Why truly, ſays ſep, 1am going I know not whither. 
The Magiſtrate took it that he Banter'd him, and bad an Officer 
take him into Cuſtody and Carry him to Priſon. Well, ſays #/op, 
to the Magiſtrate ; Is it not true Now, that T did not know Whi- 
ther I was going ? Can you Imagine, that wheriI came out ofthe 
houſe this Morning, I had any thoughts of going to Priſon ® The 
Magiſtrate was well enough pleaſed at the fancy, and Diſcharg'd 
him Upon it, and ſo he went forward to the Hall ; Where among 
a world of People,he ſaw one Man arreſt another upon an Aion 
of Debt. The Debtor Pleaded Poverty ; but if he would Com- 
pound for half, it ſhould go hard but he'd make a Shift to Pick it 
up, heſaid. Well with all my Heart,fays the Creditor, Lay down 
the Mony upon the Nail, and the Buſineſs is done : for a man had 
better Content himſelf with Half, then Loſe All, And I reckon 
that Mony as good as loft, that a Manmuſt go to Law for ; A£ſop 
upon this, went back and told his Maſter, that he had been at the 
Hall, and ſaw but one Man there ; This was a Riddle to Xan- 
thus ; Infomuch that he went himſelf to Learn the Truth of the 
Matter. When he came to the Place, he found the Court ex- 


tremely Thronged, and turning ſhort upon ſep, in great Indig- 


ck Hall, ſent 


nation, Sirrah,ſays he, are all theſe People come fince you told me 


there was but one Man here? "Tis very true, ſays Xſop, There was 
a Huge Crowd.and yet but one Man that I could ſee in That vaſt 
Multitule. "This ſeems to be taken out of the Life of Diogenes.

Cnrae. XII. 

 Xanthus undertakes to Drink the Sea dry. 
"THERE happeried not Long after This, to be a Merry 
Meeting of Philoſophers ; and Xanthus, one of the Com- 
pany. Fanthus had already gptten a Cup too much ; and Eſop 


finding 
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finding they were like to ſet out his hand ; Sir, ſays he, 'tis the 
Humour of Bacchus, they ſay, firſt to make men Chearful, and 
when they are paſt That, to make 'em Drunk, and inthe Conclu- 
fion, to make them Mad. Xanthus took Offence at Fſop ; and told 
him, That was a Lecture fer Children. ( Laertius makes this to 
be the ſaying of Anacharſrs) The Cups went round, and Xanthus 
by this Time had taken his Load, who was mightily given to 
talk in his Drink ; and whatever was uppermoſt, out 1t came, 
without either Fear or Wit. One of the Company obſerving the 
weak fide of the Man, took the Opportunity of Pumping him 
with ſeveral Queſtions. FXanthus ( ſays he) I have read ſome- 
where, that it is Pofſible for a Man to Drink the Sea Dry ; but I 
car hardly believe it. Why ſays Xanthus, Ill venture my Houſe 
and Land upon', that I do't my ſelf. They Agreed upon the 
Wager, and preſently off went their Rings toSeal the Conditions. 
But Early the next Morning, Xanthus miſting his Ring, thought it 
might be ſlipt off his Finger, and asked Z/op about it. Why tru- 
ly ſays Zſop, I can ſay Nothing to the Loſing of your Ring ; But 
 Teantell you that you Loft your Houſe and Land la$t Night : and fo 
. Zſop told him the Story on't, which his Maſter it ſeems had utter- 
ly forgotten. Kanthus began now to Chew upon the Matter, and 
it went to the Heart of him to confider, T hat he could neither do 
the thing, nor yet get quit of his Bonds. In this trouble of 
Thoughts he Conſults X/ep, (whoſe advice before he had rejefted) 
what was to be done in the Caſe. I ſhall never forget, ſays Xanthus, 
how much I owe you for your Faithful Services; | and ſo with fair 
Words A#/op was prevailed upon to Undertake the bringing, of 
him off. - 'Tis Impoſſible to do the thing, (fays he) but if I can 
find a way to Difſolve the Obligation, and to gain you Credit by 
it over and Above, That's the Point I ſuppoſe that will do your 
bufinels. The Time appointed, fays Zſop, is now at hand, 
Wherefore do you ſet a bold face upon it, and go to the Sea-/ide 
with all your Servants and your I rinkets about you, and put on. 
a Countenance, that you are juſt Now about to make good your 
Undertaking. You'll have 'Thouſands of SpeRators there, and 
When they are got together, let the Form of the Agreement 
and the Conditions be read, Which runs to this Effect. That 
you are to Drink up the Sea by ſuch a Certain Time, or to forfeit 
your Houſe and Land, upon Such or Such a Confideration. Wheri 
This is done, call for a Great Glaſs, and let it be filled with 
Sea-Water, in the-Sight of the Whole Multitude : Hold it up 
then in your Hand, and fay as. Follows. You have heard Good 
People, what I have Undertaken to dey and upon what Penalty if I do 


not 
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not go Thorough with it. I confeſs the Agreement, and the Matter of 
Fatt as you have heard it; and I am now about to drink up the Sea ; 


not the Rivers that run into't. And therefore let All the Inlets be 
Stopt, that there be Nothing but pure Sea left me to drink, And I am 


now ready to perform my part of the Agreement. But for any drink- 
ing of the Rivers, There is nothing of that in the Contra. © The 
People found it ſo clear a Caſe, "That they did not only ag 
to the Reaſon and Juſtice of Xanthus's Cauſe, but hifſed his Ad. 


verſary out of the Field ; Who in the Conclufion made a. Pub- 


lique Acknowledgment, that Xanthus was the Wiſer and Better 


Man of the Two; But defired the Contra& might be made 
void, and offer'd to Submit Himſelf further to ſuch Arbitra- 
tors as Xanthus Himſelf ſhould dire. NXanthus was fo well 
pleaſed with the Character his Adverſary given him,. of a 
Wiſe Man, That All was Pafled over, And a finall End made 
of the Diſpute. Plutarch makes this to have been the Invention 
of Bras, | g

Alop Baffles the Superſtition of Augury. - 
EN the days of Zſep, The World was mightily addiQed to 


{ Augury; that is to ſay, to the Gathering of Omens from the 
Cry and Flight of Birds. Upon this Account it was, that Yanthus 


one Day ſent. £ſop into the Yard, and bad him look well about 


him. If you ſee Two Crows (ſays he) youll have good Luck after 
it, but if you ſhould Chance to ſpy One Crow Single, tis a Bad 
Omen, arid ſome 111 will betide you. M#/op ſtept 'out and came 
Immediately back again, and told his Maſter that he had ſeen 
Two Crows. Hereupon Xanthus went out himſelf, and finding but 
One ( for the Other was flown away ) he fell Outragiouſly upon 
Eſop for making Sport with him, And orderd him to be ſound- 
ly Laſh'd fort, but juſt as they were ſtripping him for the Exe- 
cution, In comes One to Invite Xanthus abroad to Supper. Well 
Maſter, ſays Zſop, and where's the Credit of your Augury Now ? 
When I, that faw Two Crows, ami to be beaten like a Dog, and 
You, that ſaw but One, are going to make merry with your Friends ? 
The Reaſon and Quickneſs of this Reflexion, Pacified the Mafter 
for the Preſent, and fav'd the Poor Fellow a ſound Whippwng:

ZEſop finds hidden T reaſure. 


A. S. Xanthus was Walking once among certain Monuments, 
{7-with Z/ep at his Heels ; and Plodding upon ſeveral Epi- 
taphs,;there was one Inſcr1 ption in Greek Letters, that Xanthus with 
all the Skill he had, could:not tell what to make of. Well, tays 
#ſep, Jet me ſeea-Lattle if Ican Uncypher it. And ſo after lay- 
7 pings and Things together a While, Maſter, fays he, What 


wall you give me, If I find you out a Pot of Hidden Treaſure 
pow ?, Ore Half of it, ſays Xanthus, and your Liberty. So Xſop 
fell to Digging, a Matter of four Yards from the Stone that had 
the Inſcription ; and there found a Pot of Gold which he took up 
and Deliver'd to his Maſter ; and Claimd his Promiſe. Well, 
fays Xanthus, Tl be as good as my Word ; but you muſt firſt ſhew 
me how you came to know there was Treaſure, by the Inſcripti- 
on :: for 1 had rather be Maſter of that Secret, than of the very 
Gold it ſelf. Zſop Innocently open'd the whole Matter to him. 
Look you Sir, ſays he, Here are theſe Letters. «; 6; 3; «; «; 0; »; 
which are to be thus Interpreted, = ſtands for 82; ; 6 for 
Bum; $ for SNozes ; 0 for twtac; e for ENTS JE; for Snozve dy ; 
X for ya; In Engliſh, Dig four Paces from this Place, and you ſhall 
find Ge. Now ſays Xanthus, if you are ſo good at finding out 
Gold, 'you and I muſt not part yet. Come Sir, ſays Xſep; ( per- 
ceiving that his Maſter play'd Faſt and Looſe with him) To deal 
freely with you, This Treaſure belongs to King Dionyſrus. How 
do you know that ? ſays Xanthus. Why by the very Inſcription, 
ſays Zſop: for in That Sence « ftands for 2:59G.; for &znna ; 3 for 
Ava ;- 0 for & Ny for we; © for MILUP gY 5 X for Yeuons, In Engliſh, 
Give Dionyſius the Gold you have found... Xanthus began to be a- 
fraid when he heard it was The King's Mony, and Charged Z#/op 
to. make no Words on't,' and he ſhould have the One Half. 'Tis 
well, ſays Zſop; but This is not ſo much your own Bounty yet, 
as The Intention of Him that Bury'd it ; for the very fame Let- 
ters dire& the Dividing of it. As for Example once again Now. 
ſtands for &wx{uwn ; & for beSiaile; 3 for Sine; o for &; « for 
Deen! 2 for woae3s; x for yas; In Engliſh, Divide the Gold that = 
you haye ond: Why then, ſays Xanthus, let us go home and ſhare 
it. No ſooner were they got Home, but Zſop was preſently laid 
by the Heels, for fear of Blabbing, crying out as Loud as he 


could,

comes of truſting to the Faith of a Philoſopher ; The Reproche 
Nettled his Maſter : But however he cauſed his Shackles to be 
taken off upon't, and Admoniſhed Zſop to keep his Licentious 
Tongue in a Little better Order for the tuture, if ever he hoped 
to have his Liberty. For That, fays Zſop, Prophetically, I ſhall 
not Need to beg it of you as a favour, for in a very few days I 
ſhall have my Freedom, whether you will or no. 


C HAP. XV, | 
Aſop Expounds upon an Augury, and is made Free. 


20, SO P had thus far born All the Indignities of a Tedious 
_, Slavery, with the Conftancy of a Wiſe Man,and with- 
out either Vanity or Abje&tion of Mind. He was not Ignorant 
however of his own Value; Neither did he Negle& any honeſt 
Way or Occcafion of Advancing his Name and his Credit in the 
World ; asin One Particular Inſtance among the Samians, on a 
Strange Thing that happen'd There upon a Very Solemn Day. 
TheRing, it ſeems, that had the Town-Seal upon't was laid 
ſomewhere in Sight, Where an Eagle could come at it ; She took 
itup in the Air, and dropt it into the Boſom of a Slave. The Sa- 
mians took this for a Foreboding, that Threat'ned ſome diſmal 
Calamity to the State, and in a general Confternation They pre- 
ſently called a Counſel of their Wiſe Men ; and Xanthus in the 
firſt Place, to give their Opmions upon This Myſterious Acci- 
dent. They were All at a Loſs what to Think on't; only Xan- 
thus defired ſome few Days time for further Confideration. Upon 
This, he betook himſelf to his Study, and the More he Beat his 
Brains about it, the further he found himſelf from any hope of 
Expounding The Secret. This put him into a deep Melancholly ; 
which made Zſop very Importune, and Impatient, to know the 
Cauſe of it ; with Aſſurances, That he would ſerve his Maſter in 
The Afﬀair, Whatever it was, to the Uttermoſt of his Power. 
Xanthus hereupon laid the Whole Matter before him, and told 
him in Concluſion, that he was not only loſt in his Reputation, 
but in Danger to be Torn to Pieces by the Rabble. When #ſop 
found how the Caſe ftood, Never trouble your Head any fur- 
ther, ſays he, Do but follow my Advice, and [I'll bring you off 
as well now as ever I did before. When you Appear to Morrow 
to give in your Anſwer, I would have you Speak to the People 
after this Manner. 
(ce) I need 
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' I need not tell your Wiſdoms, That ſo Many Heads ſo Many + 
Minds, and ſo many ſeveral Men, ſo many ſeveral Conceptions of 
Things ; Nay and further, that every ſeveral Art, or Profeſſion re- 
quires a Diſtin Faculty or Diſpoſition, that is more or leſs Peculiar to 
it ſelf. It is the Cuſtom of the World for People in All Caſes where T hey 
are either Ignorant or Doubtful, to Repair to Men that have the Repu- 
zation of Philoſophers, for Counſel and Satisfa&ion. But this, under fa- 

' Tour, is a Great Miſtake WW it is with Philoſophers, as it ts, I ſay, 
with other Arts and Profeſſions that have their Fundions apart the One 
from the Other. Wiſdom "tis true, may be call d properly enough the 
Knowledge of T hings Divine and Humane, but will you therefore expeCF 
that a Philoſopher ſhould do the Office of a Shoomaker or a Barber, be- 
cauſe the Trades are converſant about Humane Things? No No Gentle- 
men, a Man may be a Great Philoſopher without any Skill at All in the 
Handling of the Awl, cr the Razor. But if the Queſtion were Concerning 
the Government of Life and Manners, the Nature of Things Celeſtial or 
Terreſtrial ; The Duties that we owe to God or Man; you could not ds 
bettter then repair to Philoſophers for ſatisfaftion. But for Reading 
upon Prodigies ; or Commenting upon the Flight of Birds, or the En- 
trails of Beaſts, T heſe are Things quite Beſide the Philoſophers Buſmeſs. 
If there be any thing you doubt of that falls under the Cognizance of Phi- 
loſophy, I am ready to ſerve you in't ; But your preſent Point being Au- 
gury, 1 ſhall take leave to Acquaint you that a Servant Thave at home, 
is as likely to make a Right Judgment that way as any Man I know. I 
Hhould not Preſume to name a Servant ; Neither Perchance would you 
think fit to make uſe of one ; If the Neceſſity of your preſent Diſtreſs, 
were not a very Competent and Reaſonable Excuſe. 

Here's your Speech, ſays Xſep; and your Credit ſav'd whether 
They'll hear me or Not. If they ſend for me, The Honour will 
be yours, in caſe I Deliver my ſelf to their Liking, and the Diſ- 
grace will be Mine then if I Miſcarry. His Maſter was pleaſed 
beyond Meaſure with the Advice, but he did not as yet Under- 
ftand Whither it Tended. | 

Xanthus Preſented himſelf Early the next Morning before the. 
Council, Where he Dilated Upon The Matter according to his 
Inſtructions, and ſo referr'd 'Them to his Servant for the Clear- 
ing of the Difficulty. The People with one Voice cry'd out 
Where is he? Why does not he Appear * Why has not his Maſter 
brought him along with him ? In ſhort, Aijop was Immediately 
fetch'd into the Court, and at the very Firſt Sight of him, They 
All burſt out a Laughing by Conſent. This Fellow, fays one, 
may have Skill perhaps in Divining, but he has Nothing that's 
Humane about him. Another asked Where he was Born, and 
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whether or no Blocks had the Faculty of Speech in his Country. 
Eſop, upon This, Addreſs'd himſelf to the Council, 

Tou have here before ye, ( ſays Fſop ) an Ungracious Figure of a 
Man, which in truth is not a Subject for your Contempt, Nor is it a 
Reaſonable Ground for your Deſpair, upon the Matter in Queſtion. One 
Wiſe Man values Another for his Underſtanding, not for his Beauty ; 
| Beſide that the Deformity of my Perſon is no Incapacity at All as to Your 
Buſineſs. Did you never taſte Delicious drink out of an Ill Look'd Veſ- 
ſel? or did you never drink Wine that was Vapid, or Eager, out of a 
Veſſel of Gold? "Tis Sagacity and Strength of Reaſon that you have Oc- 
caſron for, not the force of Robuſt Limbs, nor the Delicacies of Colour 
and Proportion. Wherefore I mu$t beſeech you not to Judge of My Mind 
by my Body, nor to Condemn me Unheard. Upon this, they All cry'd 
out tohim, If he had any thing to ſay for the Common Good, 
That he would ſpeak it. With your favour, ſays he, It is for that 
End I preſume, that ye have called me hither, and it is with a Great 
Zeal for your Service, that I ſtand now before ye : But when I conſider 
the Weight of the Matter in hand, and the Office That I am now to Per- 
form, it will as little ſtand with your Honors Perhaps, to take the Opinion 
of a Slave into your Councils and Debates, as it will with my Condition 
to offer jt. Bejide the Riſque I run of my Maſter's Diſpleaſure upon the 
Event. But All This may yet be Obwiated, my Fears ſecured, my Mo- 
deſty gratifi'd, and your own Dignity preſerved, only by making me a 
Freeman: before hand, to Qulalify me for the FunFion. They all ſaid 
it was a Moſt Reaſonable Thing, and preſently treated about 
the Price of his Liberty, and order'd the 2ueſtors to pay down 
the Money. When Xanthus ſaw that the thing muſt be done. He 
could not Decently ftand Higgling about the Price ; But making 
a Virtue of Neceſſity, he choſe rather to Preſent Z/op to the Com- 
mon-Wealth, then to Sell him. The Samians took it very kindly, 
An1 F/op was Preſently Manumizd and made a Citizen in Form, 
Proclaim'd a Freeman ; and after this Ceremony, he Diſcourſ- 

ed upon the Subject of the Portent as follows. 7 
I ſhall not need to tell ſo many Wiſe and knowing Men, that the 
Eagle is a Royal Bird, and ſignifies a Great King ; that the Dropping 
of the Ring in the Boſome of a. Slave that has no Power over himſelf, 
porten1s the Loſs of Your Liberties, if you do not look to your ſelves 
mn Time ; And that ſome Potent Prince has a Deſyzn upon ye. This put 
the Saumtans all a-fire to hear the Iflue of the Prediion. In ſome 
thort time after there came Ambaſſadors from Crzſus the King of 
Lydia, to Demand a Tribute on the Behalf of their Maſter, and 
Threat ned the Samians with a War in the Caſe of a Refuſal. This 
Aﬀair came to be Debated in = —_— where the Majority 
C 2 was 
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was rather for Peace with Slavery, then for running the Riſque 
of a Diſpute ; but they would not come to a Reſolution yet, 
without firſt Conſulting Z/op What They had beft to do; Who 
gave Them his Thought upont in Words to This EffeR, 

Every Man in this World has T'woWays before him, That is to ſay, 
Firſt, The Way of Liberty, that's Narrow and Rugged at the En- 
trance, but Plainer and Smoother ſtill the further you go. Secondly, 
The Way of Servitude or Slavery, that ſeems to be Eaſie at firſt, but 
youll find it afterwards to be full of Intolerable Difficulties, The S$a- 
mians, upon Theſe Words, Declared themſelves Unanimouſly 
for Liberty, and that fince they were at preſent Free, They would 
never make Themſelves Slaves by their own Conſent : So The 
Ambaſſadors Departed, and there was a War Denounced. 

When Creſus came to Underſtand the Reſolution the Sa- 
*mians had taken, and how Inclinable they were to a Compliance, 
till Zſop, by the Power only of a few words, Diverted them 
from it, he Reſolv'd to ſend for and Diſcourſe with Aſop. So He 
made an Offer to the Samians, upon their ſending ZXſop to him, 
to puta Stop at preſent to the courſe of his Arms. When Aſop 
came to hear of their Propoſition, he told them That he was not 
againſt their ſending of him, Provided only that he might tel! 
them One Story before he Left them. 


In Old Time, (ſays he ) when ſome Beaſts talked better Sence then 
Many Men do now a days, there happen'd to be a Fierce War betwizt 
the Wolves and the Sheep, And the Sheep, by the help of the Dogs, 
had rather the Better on't. The Wolves, upon This, offer d the Sheep 
a Peace, on Condition only that they might have their Dogs for 
Hoſtages, The Silly, credulous Sheep agreed to't, and as ſoon as ever 
they had parted with the Dogs, The Wolves break in upon them, and 
Deſtroy'd them at pleaſure. See Fab. 45. 


The Samians quickly ſmelt out the Moral of this Fable, and 
cry'd out, Once and All, that they would not part with Rſop: 
But this did not hinder Zſop however from putting himſelf 
abord, and taking a Paſlage for Lydia with the Ambaſſadors. 
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Cauae XVI. 
Flop Preſents bimſelf before the King of Lydia. 


F Mmediately Upon Z#ſep's Arrival in Lydia, he Preſented him- 
- {© fdfbefore the King, who looking upon him with Contempt, 
Hatred, and Indignation ; Is This a Man fays he, to hinder the 
King of Lydia from being Maſter of Samos? Mfop then with a 
Reverence after the Lydian Faſhion, deliver'd what he had to ſay. 
I am not here ( fays he,Great King ) in the Quality of a Man that's 
Given up by his Country, or under the Compulfion of any force ; But it 
zs of my own Accord that 1 am now come to lay my ſelf at your Maje- 
fty's Feet, and with this only Requeſt, that you will vouchſafe me the 
Honour of your Royal Ear, and Patience but for a few words. 
©There was a Boy hunting of Locuſts, and he had the Fortune 
© to take a Graſshopper. She found he was about to kill her, and 
© Pleaded after this Manner*for her Life. Alas (fays ſhe) I never 
© did any Body an Injury, and never had it either in my Will or 
©;in my Power to do't. All my Bufineſs is my Song ; and what 
© will you be the Better for my Death ? The Youth's Heart re- 
*lented and he ſet the Simple Graſchopper at Liberty. 

Your Majeſty has now that Innocent Creature before you : 
There's Nothing that I can pretend to but my Voice, which I have 
ever employ d ſo far as in me Lay, to the Service of Manking. The 
King was ſo Tenderly moved with the Modeſty and Prudence 
of the Man, That he did not only give him his Life, but bad 
him ask any thing further that he had a Mind to, and it ſhould 
be Granted him. Why then, ſays Zſep, (with that Veneration, 
Gratitude and ReſpeC that the Caſe required ) Idomoſt humbly 
implore your Majeſties favour for my Country-Men the Samzans. 
The King Granted him his Requeſt, and Confirmed it under 
his Seal ; Beſide that the Piety of making that Petition his Choice, 
was a further Recommendation of him to his Royal Kindneſs 
and Efteem. 

ſop, ſoon after This, returned to Samos with the News of the 
Peace, where he was Welcomed with All the Inſtances of Joy 
and Thankfulneſs Imaginable ; Inſomuch that they Ere&ed a 
Statue for him,withan Inſcription upon it, in Honour of his Me- 
mory. From Samos he return'd afterwards to Craſus, for whoſe 
fake he Compoſed ſeveral of Thoſe Apologues that paſs in the World 
to This Day under his Name. His Fancy lay extreamly to Tra- 
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velling ; but above All other Places, he had the Greateſt Mind 
to ſee Babylon: To which Endhe got Letters of Recommendati- 
on from Creſus to the King there : who, according to Herodotus, 
was a Friend, and an Ally of Crzſus's, and his Name, Labynetus ; 
not Lycerus, and Planudes has Handed it down tous upon a Great 
Miſtake. But his Curiofity led him firſt to paſs through Greece, 
for the ſake of the Seven Wiſe Men, whoſe Reputation was at 
That Time Famous All over the World. He had the Good Hap 
in his Travels to find them at Corinth, together with Anachar/zs, and 
ſeveral of their Followers and Diſciples, . Where they were All 
Treated by Periander at a Villaof his not far from the Town. This. 
Encounter was to the Common Satisfaftion of the Whole Com- 
pany ; the Entertainment Philoſophical, and Agreeable, and 
among other Diſcourſes, they had ſome Controverſy upon the 
Subject of Government ; and which was the moſt Excellent Form : 
op being ftill for Monarchy, and the ReSt for a Common-wealth. 
He Travell'd thence, a while after into Afra, and ſo to Babylon, 
according to his firſt Intention. |

T: was the Faſhion in thoſe Days for Princes to Exerciſe Try- 
alls of Skill in the,Putting and Reſolving of Riddles, and In- 
tricate Queſtions ; and He that was the Beſt at the Clearing or 
Untying of Knotty Difficulties carry d the Prize. Aſop's Faculty 
lay notably that way, and renderd him ſo ſerviceable to the 
King, that it brought him both Reputation and Reward. It was 


his Unhappineſs to have No Children, .for the Comfort and 
Support of his Old Age ; So that with the King's Conſent, he 


Adopted a young Man, who was Well Born, and Ingenuous 
enough, but Poor ; His Name was Ennus. ſep took as much 
care of his Inſtitution as if he had been his own Child and Traind 
him up 1n thoſe Principles of Virtue and Knowledge that might 
moſt probably render him Great and Happy. But there's no 
working upon a Flagitious and Perverſe Nature, by Kindneſs 
and Diſcipline, and tis time loſt to think of Maſtering fo Incu- 
rable an Evil: So that Ennus, after the Manner of other Wick- 
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ed Men, heaping One Villany upon another, Counterfeits his Fa- | 


thers Name and Hand to Certain Letters, ' wherein he Promiſes 
his Aſfiſtance to the Neighbour Princes againſt Labynetus. Theſe 
Letters Ennus carry to the King, and Charges his Father with 
Treaſon, though in Appearance, with All the trouble and un- 
willingneſs that was poſſible, Only a. Senſe of his Duty to his 
King and his Country.ſwallow'd up All other Reſpetts of Reve- 
rence and Modeſty that a Son owes to a Father. The Kins took 
All theſe Calumnies for Inſtances of Ennaus's AﬀeCtions to him, 
without the Leaſt Suſpition of any Fraud in the Matter : So that 
without any further Enquiry, he order d op to be put to Death. 
The Perſons to whom the Care of his Execution was Committed, 
being well Afſured of his Innocerice and of the Kings Ungovern- 
able Paſſions, took him out of the Way, and gave it out that he 
was Dead. Some few Days after this, there came Letters to La- 
bynetus from Amaſrs the King of Ag ypt, wherein Labynetus was 
Defired by Amaſrs toſend him a certain Archite& that could raiſe 
a Tower that ſhould hang in the Air, and tkewiſe Reſolve All 
Queſtions. Labynetus was at a Great Loſs what Anſwer to return, 
and the Fierceneſs of his Difpleaſure againſt Zſop being /by This 
time ſomewhat Abated, he began to Enquire after' him with 
Great Paſhon, and would often Profeſs, That if the Parting 
with One half of his Kingdom could bring him to Life again, 
he would Give it. Hermippus and Others that had kept him out 
ofthe Way, told the King upon the Hearing of This, That Z/op 
was yet Alive; ſo They were Commanded to bring him forth ; 
which they did, in All the Beaſtlineſs he had Contracted in the 
Priſon. He did no ſooner Appear, but he made his Innocence 
ſo manifeſt, that Labynetus in Extreme Difpleaſure and Indigna- 
tion, commanded the Falſe Accuſer to be put to Death with 
moſt Exquiſite Torments ; But Z/op, after All this, Interceded 
for him, and Obtained his Pardon, upon a Charitable Preſump- 
tion, that the Sence of ſo Great a Goodneſs and Obligation 


would yet Work upon him. Herodotus tells the ſtory of Camby- 


ſes the Son of Cyrus, and Crzſus, and with what Joy Cambyſes 
received Creſus again, after he was ſuppoſed to be put to death 
by his own Order ; but Then it Vary's in This, that he Cauſed 
Thoſe to be put to Death, that were to have ſeen the Execution 


done, for not Obſerving his Commands

#ſop's Letters of Morality to bis Son Erninus, 


T PON MXſop's coming again into Favour, he had the King 

Ul of Fgypt's Letter given him to Confider of, and Adviſe 

Labynetus to tend him for Anſwer, That Early the next Spring 
he ſhould have the Satisfaction he Defired. ' Things being in 

. thisState, Aſop took Ennus Home to him again, and ſo order'd 
the Matter, that he wanted neither Counſels nor Inſtructions, | 
nor any other Helps or Lights that might Diſpoſe him to the 
Leading of a Virtuous Life, as will Appear by the Following 
Precepts. 


 MySon(ſayshe ) Worſhip God with Care and Reverence, and with 
a Sincerityof Heart void of All Hypocriſte or Oftentation : Not as if that 
Divine Name and Power were - an Invention, to Fright Women and 
Children, but know T hat God is Omnipreſent, 'True and Almighty. 

Have a Care even of your Mo$t Private Ations and Thoughts, for 

God ſees Thorough you, and your Conſcience will bear Witneſs agamſt 
ou. 

: It is according to Prudence, as well as Nature, to pay that Flonour to

Theſe, or ſuch as theſe, were the Leſſons that Zſop read daily 
to his Son ; but ſo far was he from mending upon Them, that 
he grew Every Day worſe and worſe, ſhewing that it is not in 
the power of Art or Diſcipline to ReCtify a Pervetſe Nature, or 
(as Euripides ſays) to make a Man Wiſe that has no Soul. But how- 
ever, according to Neveletus, he came ſoon after to be Touched 
in Conſcience for his Barbarous Ingratitude, and Dyed in a Ra- 
ging Remorſe for what he had done. = | 

The Spring was. now at Hand, and Zſop was preparing for 
the Task he had Undertaken About the Building of a Tower 
inthe Air, and Reſolving All Manner of Queſtions: But I ſhall 
fay no more of That Romantick part of the Hiſtory, then that 
he went into Zgypt, and Acquitted himſelf of his Commiſh- 
on to Amaſrs with Great Reputation. From thence back again 
to Labynetus, Laden with Honours and Rewatds ; from whom 
he got leave to Return into Greece ; but upon Condition of Re- 
turning to Babylon by the Firſt Opportunity.

iſop's Voyage to Delphos; bis Barbarous Uſage 
T bere, and his Death. 


" HEN Z#fep had almoſt takenthe whole Tour of Greece, 
he went to Delphos, either for the Oracles ſake, or for 
the ſake of the Wiſe Men that Frequented that Place. Burt 


when he came thither, he found Matters to be quite otherewiſe 


then he expected, and ſo far from deſerving the Reputation they 
had in the World for Piety and Wiſdom, that he found them 
Proud, and Avaritious, and Hereupon Deliverd his Opinion of 


Them under this Fable. 


I find ( fays he ) the Curioſity that brought me Hither, to be much 
the Caſe of People at the Sea fide, that ſee ſomething come Hulling to- 
ward them a great way off at Sea, and take it at firſt tobe ſome Mighty 
Matter, but upon Driving Nearer and Nearer the Shore, it proves at 
laft to be only a heap of Weeds and Rubbiſh. See Fab. 189. 


The Magiſtrates of thePlace took Infinite Offenceat this Liberty 
and preſently enter'd into a Conſpiracy againſt him to take away 


 hisLife, for fear he ſhould Give them the ſame CharaQter elſe- 
where in his Travels, that he had done there upon the Place. It 


was not ſo Safe they thought, nor ſo Effectual a Revenge to make 
him away in private ; but if they could fo contrive it, as to brin 

him to a ſhameful End, under a Form of Juftice, it would bet- 
ter anſwer their Bufineſs and Defign. To Which Purpoſe they 
cauſed a Golden Cup to be ſecretly convey'd into his Baggage, 
when he waspacking up to Depart. He was no ſooner out of the 


Town upon his Journey, But Immediately purſu'd and taken up- 


on the way by the Officers,and Charged with Sacrilege. Mop de- 
nyd the Matter, and Laughed at them All for a Company of 
Mad Men ; But upon the Searching of his Boxes, they took the 
Cup and ſhew'd it to the People, Hurrying him away to Priſon 
in the Middle of his Defence. T hey brought him the Next Day 
into the Court, Where Notwithſtanding the Proof of his Inno- 


cence, as clearas the Day, he was Condemned to Dye ; and his 


Sentence was to be Thrown Head-long from a Rock, Down a 


Deep Precipice. After his Doom was paſt, he Prevailed upon 
Them,

Them, with much ado to be heard a few Words, and ſo told 
them the Story of the Frog and the Mouſe, as it ftands in the 
Fable. | 
This wrought nothing upon the Hearts of the Delphians, but 
as they were Bawling at the Executioner, to Diſpatch and do 
his Office, Z/ep on a Sudden gaye them the Slip, and Fled toan 
Altar hard by there, in hopes the Religion of the Place might 
have protected him, but the Delph:ans told him, that the Altars 
of the Gods were not to be any Sanctuary to thoſe that Robbed 
their Temples; Whereupon he took Occafion to tell them the 
Fable of the Eagle and the Beetle to this following effec, As it 
ſtands in the Book, Num. 375. | 
Now ſays /op, ( after the telling of this Fable) you are not 
to Flatter your Selves that the Prophaners of Holy Altars, and 
the Oppreflors of the Innocent, ſhall ever eſcape Divine Ven- 
geance. This Enraged the Magiftrates to ſuch a Degree, that 
they commanded the Officers Immediately to take X/op from the 
Altar, and Diſpatch him away to his Execution. When X/ſop 
found that Neither the Holineſs of the Place, nor the Clearnelſs of 
his Innocence was Sufficient to Protect him, and that he was to 
fall a Sacrifice to Subornation and Power, he gave them yet one 
Fable more as he was upon the Way to Execution. 


T here was an Old Fellow ( ſays he ) that had ſpent his Whole Life 
mn the Country without ever ſeeing the Town, he found himſelf Weak 
and Decaying, and Nothing would ſerve, but his Friends mu$St needs 
ſhew him the Town once before he Dyed. Their Aſſes were very well 
Acquainted with the Way, and ſo they cauſed them to be made Ready, and 
turned the Old Man an1 the Aſſes Looſe, without a Guide to try their 
Fortune. T hey were overtaken Upon the Road by a Terrible Tempe$t, 
ſo that what with the Darkneſs, and the Violence of the Storm, the Aſſes 
were Beaten out of their Way, and Tumbled with the Old Man in- 
to a Pit, where he had only time to Deliver his Laſt Breath with T his 
Exclamation. Miſerable Wretch that I am, to be Deſtroy d, ſince Dye 
I mu$, by the baſeſt of Beaſts ; by Aſſes. And that's my Fate now in 
ſuffering by the Hands of a Barbarous, Sottiſh People, that Underſtand 
Nothing either of Humanity or Honour : arid A& Contrary to the Tyes 
of Hoſpitality and Fuftice. But the Gods will not ſuffer my Blood to 
lye Unrevenzed, and I doubt not but that in T ime the fudgment of Hea- 
ven will give you to Unlerſtand your Wickedneſs by your Puniſhment. 
He was ſpeaking on, but they Puſhed him Off Headlong from 
the Rock, and he was Daſhed to Pieces with the Fall.

The Delphians, ſoon after This, were viſited with Famine and 
Peftilence, to ſuch a Degree,that they Went to Conſult the Ora- 
cle of Apollo to know what Wickedneſs it was had brought theſe 
Calamities upon Them. The Oracle gave them this Anſwer, 
That they were to Expiate for the Death of Xſop. In the Con- 
ſcience of their Barbarity, they Erected a Pyramid to his Honour, 
and it is upon Tradition, that a Great Many of the Moſt Emi- 
nent Men among the Greeks of that Seaſon, went afterwards to 
Delphos upon the News of the Tragical End of ZAſop, to Learn 
the Truth of the Hiſtory, and found upon Enquiry, That the 
Principal of the Conſpirators had Jaid Violent hands upon Them- 
ſelves.

T# x Moraliſts will have Wiſdom and Virtue to be meant by the Dza- 
02d ; the Worldand the Pleaſures of it, by the Danghill; and by the Cock, 
a Voluptuous Man, that Abandons himſelf to his Luſts, without any regard, 
either to the Study, the PraCtice, or the Excellency of better Things. 

Now, with favour of the Ancients, this Fable ſeems to me, rather to 
hold forth an Emblem of [2d«ſtry and Moderation. The Cock lives by his 
honeſt Labour, and maintains his Family out of it ; His Scraping upon the 
Dangehif,, is but Working in his Calling : The precious Stone is only a gawd 
Temptation that Fortune throws in his way to divert him from his Buſineſs 
and his Duty. He would have been glad, he ſays, of a Barley Corn in- 
{tead on't; and fo caſts it aſide as a thing not worth rhe heeding. - What 
is all this now, but the paſſing ofa true Eſtimate upon the Matter in que- 
Z ſion, 1n preferring that which Providence has made and pronounc'd to be 
rhe Staff of Life, before a glittering Gew-Gaw, that has no other Value, 
then what Vanity, Pride and Luxury have ſet upon't? The Price of the 
Market to a Jeweller in his Trade, is one thing, but the zntrinſick Worth of 
2 thing toa Man of Sexſe, and Judgment, is another. Nay, that very La- 
pidary himfelf, witha coming Stomach, and in the Cocts place, would have 
made tlie Cock's Choice, The Dottrin, in ſhort, may be this; That weare 
to prefer things zeceſſary, betore things ſaperfluous; the Comforts and the 
Bleſſing of Providence, before the dazling and the ſplendid Curioſities of

When Innocence is to be oppreſs'd by Might, Arguments are fooliſh 
things ; nay the very Merits, Virtues, ahd good Offices of the Perſon ac- 
cus'd, are Emprov*d to his Condemnation: As the Induſtry and Watchful- 
neſs of the Cock here, in the calling of People out of their Beds to work 
when *tis time to riſe, is turn'd upon him as a Crime. Nay, ſuch is the 
Confidence of a ſpightful Cruelty, that-People ſhall be charg'd (rather 
then fail ) with things utterly impoſſhble, and wholly foreign to the Mat- 
ter in queſtion, The Lamb it ſelf ſhall be made malicious. And what is 
this now, but the lively Image of a perverſe Reaſon of State, ſet up in 
oppoſitionto Truth and Juſtice; but under the Auguft Name and Pretence, 
however of Both ? As Loyalty, for the purpoſe, ſhall be call'd Rebellion, 
and the Exerciſe of the moſt Neceſſary Powers of Government, ſhall paſs 
for Tyranny and Oppreſſion. Decency of Religious Worſhip ſhall be made 
Superſtition ; Tenderneſs of Conſcience ſhall be calPd Phanaticiſm; Singu- 
larity and FaQtion ; and the very Articles of the Chriſtian Faith ſhall be 
condemn'd for Hereſie. Villanies have not the ſame Countenance, when 
there are Great Intereſts, Potent Meditations, Preſents, Friends, Advocates, 
Plauſible Colours, and Flouriſhes of Wit, and Rhetorique, Interpos'd be- 
twixt the Sighnt and the Obje&t. There are ways of Deceiving the Eyes, 
as well as of Blinding them ; ſo that the Cauſe of the Innocent muſt be Re- 
mitted at laſt to that Great and Final Deciſion, where there is no longer 
any Place for Paſſion, Partiality, Corruption, or Error. But as to the Bu- 
fineſs of this World, when the Cocks and the Lambs lie at the Mercy of Cats 
and Wolves, they muſt never expect better Quarter; eſpecially where the 
Hearts Blood of the One,is the Nouriſhment and Entertainment of the Other.

Tr1s is no more then what we ſee Dayly in Popular FaQtions, where 
Pragmatical Fools commonly begin the Squabble, and Crafty Knaves reap 
the Benefit of it. There is very rarely any Quarrel, either Publique, or 
Private, whether betwixt Perſons, or Parties, but a Third Watches, and 
hopes to be the Better fort. - 

And all is but according to the Old Proverb, While Two Dogs are Fight- 
ing for a Bone, a Third runs _ with it, Divide and Govern, is a Rule 
of State, that we ſee Confirm'd and ſupported by Dayly Pra&ice and 
Experience : So that *tis none of the Slighteft Arguments for the Neceffity 
of a Common Peace, that the Litigants Tear one another to pieces for 
the Benefit of ſome Third Intereſt, that makes Advantage of their Diſa- 
greement. "This is no more then what we find upon Experience through 
the whole Hiſtory of the World in All Notable Changes, and Revolutions; 
that is to ſay, the Contendents have been ſtill made a Prey to a Third Party. 
And this has notbeen only the Fate and the Event of Popular Quarrels, but 
the Puniſhment of them; for the Judgment ſtill treads upon the Heel of 
the Wickedneſs. People may talk of 1 zberty, Properity, Conſcience, Right 
of Title, &c. but the main Buſineſs and Earneſt of the World, is Mozey, Do- 
mintion, and Power, and how to Compaſs Thoſe Ends; and not a Ruſh 
matter at laft, whether it be by Force, or by Cunning. Might and Right 
are Infeparable, in the Opinion of the World; and he that has the Longer 
Sword, ſhall never want, either Lawyers, or Divines to Defend his Claim. 
But then comes the K/zre, or the Fox, in the Conclulion; that is to fay, 
ſome Third Party, that either by Strength, or by Craft, Maſters both 
Plaintiff and Defendant, and carries away the Booty,

That Live andEntertain themſelves upon Bleſ- 
ſings 19 Viſion ? ( For Fair Words and Promiſes, are no more than Empty 
Appearances) What is all 'This, but Sacrificing a Mans Honour, Integrity, 
Liberty, Reaſon, Body, Soul, Fortune, and All, for Shadows? We place 
. our Truſt in Things that have no Being; Diſorder our Minds, Diſcompoſe 
our Thoughts, Entangle our Eſtates, and Sell our ſelves, in One Word, for 
Bubbles. How wretched 1s the Man that does not know when he's Well, 
but paſſes away the Peace and Comfort of his Life, for the Gratifying of a 
Fantaſtical Appetite, or Humour !

What 
can be more Vainer now, then to Laviſh out our Lives and Fortunes inthe 
Search and Purchaſe of Trifles; and at the ſame time to lye Carking for the 
Unprofitabe Goods of this World, and in a reſtleſs Anxiety of Thought 
for, what's to come. The Folly, in fine, of theſe Vexations and Frivolous 
Purſuits, ſhews it {elf in all the Tranſports of our Wild and Ungovern'd 
AﬀeQtions. n+ 
Here is further ſet forth in this Emblem, All the Fabulous Torments of 
Hell, even Above-Ground. Mean that are Tainted with this Appetite are 
ready to dye of Thirſt, with Taxtalus, and the Water running at their ver 
Lips. They are Condemn'd with the S/ers, to the Filling of Tubs wich 
Holes in'em; which is but a Lively Figure of ſo much Labor ſpent in Vain, 
upon the Gratifying of Unreaſonable Deſires. What's a Man's Contend- 
ing with Inſuperable Difficulnes, bur the Rolling of Siſiphws's Stone up the 
Hill, which 1s ſure before hand, to Return upon him again ?

judy ofthe good Faith of mens Intentions, but by the Light we receive from 
their Works, We may {et up this for a Rule however, that where the Ad-

feſt Danger to be the worſe for't, there's no Medling. The Crow's Counſel 
was good enough 1 it ſelf; but 1t was given with a fraudulent Intention.

REFLEXILION 


T Hrs Fable ſhews us the Danger and the Nature of Flattery. Ir calls Good 
Things by Ill Names, and Illby Good ; but it will never be out of Credit, 
ſo long as there are Knaves to Give it, and Fools to Take it. It is never 
more Pernicious then in the Courts of Great Princes, beeauſe a good deal of 
it looks like Duty ; as in private Caſes, it carries a face of Friendſhip. The 
way to Riſe is to Pleaſe, and whatever. 1s gotten by*t, comes by Treachery. 
*Tis a Deſign that endangers both Body, Soul,and Eſtate ; and not One Man 
of a Million that's Proof againſt it.' But Great and Good Men will rather 
look for their CharaQter in the Writings and Precepts of the Philoſophers, 
then in the Hperboles of their Flatterers: For they know very well that Wiſe 
Books are the Only True Friends. 

There's a Fawning, Crafty Knave, and a Vain Eafie Fool, well met, in 
this Fable of the Fox and the Raven; which is no moreart laſt, then One 
ſort of Raſcal Cajoling Another; And then to ſhew us, both that Impudence 
will tick at nothingand-that a Self-Conceited Fop will ſwallow Any thing, 
the Raver's Beauty forſooth, and his Voice are the Topiques, that-Reynard 
has made choice of to Nilateupon. The two main Ends of Flattery,are Profit, 
or _ though there are many others too that are leſs Principal ; but in 

ome reſpect or other, Reducible to theſe Heads. The One is too Merce- 
| nary,

nary, and the Other too Servile, for a man of Worth. There are alſo ſeveral 
ſorts and degrees of it under this Diviſion; anddivers ways of Addreſsand 
Application. But Flatrery is Flatrery ſtill, and the Moral extends to All. 
TTis in it ſelfan Unmanly, Slaviſh Vice; but it is much Worſe yet for the 
Alliance it has to Hypocriſie : for while we make other people think Better 
of themſelves then they Deſerve, we make them think Better of Us too then 
We Deſerve: For Self-love and Vanity on the One hand, Aſſiſts the Falſenes 
and Confidence on the Other, - while it ſerves to confirm weak Minds in 


' the Opinion they had of Themſelves before; and makes them Parties, effe- 


tually,in a Conſpiracy, to their Own Ruin. The Meaſures,and the Artifices 
of it are Many, and in divers Caſes ſo like Sincerity, that what betwixt Cu- 
ſtom,and the Nature ofthe Thing, it looks,in truth,like a V irtue,and a Duty ; 
that 15 to ſay, where it is ſo manag'd, asto be rather Inſtruftive then puffing 
up. As for Example, for a body to ſay, [ Thi or That was Wiſely foreſeen, } 
Or [ Tow intend, Ipreſume, to go This or That Way to Work : | and the like. 
Such an Inſinuation as this is, carries the Force in it of a Tacite, and a pru- 
dent Advice ; for it both ſerves to point out the Reaſon of the thing, and 
it preſerves the Decency of that Reſpe& which ought to goalong with it. 
*Tis a good Hint, the very ſuggeſting*of ſuch or ſuch a Precaution, though 
the conſideration perhapsnever came near the others Thoughts. But there 
is a Certain Habitual Meanneſs of Soul, which has fo far prevailPd ia the 
World, that Common Civility isnoleſs tainted by Courſe and Cuſtom, then 
Friendſhip and Converſation is by Corruption. | 

It is the Paraſites Art to caſt himſelf into all Shapes that may ſort with 
the Figure of his Patron, in what Poſt, FunQtion, or Admunſtration ſoever ; 
and to frame the Air and Countenance of his Words, Looks, and AQtions 
accordingly, with a reſpeC& to his Power, Wiſdom, Condo, Bravery, Ge- 
nerolity, Jultice, or what other SubjeCt he thinks fit to treat upon. So that 
let him be never ſo Perfidious, Shallow, Raſh, Timorous, Envious, Ma- 
licious, Proud, Covetous, &c. a Little Cours Floly Water Waſhes off all 
Stains. And what is this upon the Main now, but an Exchange of Air for 
Subſtance, and parting with All that either is, or ought to be Dear to us, 
for a Song ? The Flatterer, firſt Counſels his Patron to his Loſs ;. and then 
betrays him into the making himſelf Ridiculous ; as what can be more ſo, 
then tor a Ravez to Value Himſelf upon his Croakzrg, or an Aſſe upon his 
Braying ? The only Benefit, or Good of Flattery is, this; that by Hearing 
what we are Not ; we may be Inſtructed what we Ozght to be. *

Here'sa Recommendation of Clemency and Wiſdom,Both in One; for 
the Lion, in ſparing the Life of the Mouſe, fav*d his Own ; and has left us in 
this Fable, an Inſtance of a Grateful Beaſt, that will ſtand upon Record to 
the Confuſion of many an Ungrateful Man; that is to fay, againſt thoſe 
that in their Proſperity forget their Friends, that to their Loſs and Hazard, 
ſtood by and ſuccour'd them in their Adverſity.

But *tis not foga Wicked Life to truft 
to the Hazzards of ian Uncertain State, and Diſpoſition at the Point of 
Death; When Men, come to, that Laſt Extremity once, by. Languor, 
Pain;}-ar Sickneſs; and to lie Agonizing, betwixt, Heaven and Hell, under 
the ſtroke either ofa Divine Judgment, or of Human Frailty, they arenot 
commonly ſo ſenſible: oftheir Wickedneſs, or ſo Effectually touch'd with the 
remorſe of a true Repentance, as they are Diſtracted with the terrors of 
Death, :and the Dark Viſionary Apprehenfions of what's to come. People

Grace mnt be very ſtrong in theſe Conflicts, wholly 
to. Vanquiſh the weakneſſes of Diſtreſſed Nature, - That certainly is none 
of the/tune to make Choice of for the Great Work of reconciling our ſelves 
toHeaven, when we are divided, and confounded betwixt an Anguiſh of 
Body; and of Mind: And the Man is worſe then Mad that Ventures his 
Salvation upon that Deſperate Iſſue. We have abundance of theſe S:ck 

Kites 0 the World, that after a Sacrilegious Lite, ſpent in the Robbing of 
the Church, would willingly be thought to Die in the Boſom of it.

Many and Many atime has this been our own Caſe, both publick 
and private, when we would not Believe the Danger of things *till the 
Evil was come upon us: But Good Counſel is caſt away, upon the Arro- 
gant, and Self conceited, or the ſtupid, who are either too Proud to take it, 
or too Heavy to Underſtand it. ; 

The Sowing of Hemp-Seed, and of Plot-ſeed is much at one. TheDeſign, 
and the End are Deſtruction, Both Alike. "The Swallow propoſes the Pre- 
venting of ill Conſequences in their Cauſes, andObviating the Miſchief be- 
times : But that Counſel is either thrown off with a Raillery, or not mind- 
&d at all : Governours woutd have enough to do, they Cry, to trouble their 
Heads with the Politiques of every Medling Officions Impertinent. Well, It 
takes Root ; ſhews it ſelf in the Blade, Advances, and Ripens: And ſtill 
the Swallow is but the ſame Fool over again, for continuing the ſame Advice. 
The Hemp comes at laſt to be pluckt up, PilPd, Dreſsd, and Spun ; The 
Nets and Snares made and laid; and yet all this while the B:rds could ne- 
ver find a time to Bethink themſelves, till they came to be Hamper'd, and 
Ruined paſt Recovery. 

What is all this but a perfe&t Emblem of the Method of Deſtroying King- 
doms and States. Cautions, or the common Ways of Anticipating, or De- 
feating Conſpiracies, are below the Wiſdom of men of 1»trigue, and Ca- 
bal; till at laſt, a Faction comes to be too hard for the Government. Now 
whether this befals a Kingdom by Envy, Ignorance, Confpiracy, 'Treache- 
ry, or Preſumption, it comes all to a caſe, fo long as it does the Work.

Now the Bugneſs is only this : They are never fatisfy'd with their preſent 
Condition ; but their Governours are ftill ether too Dull, or too Rigid. 
*Tis a Madneſs for him that's Free, to put himſelf into a ſtate of Bondage, 
and rather then bear a Leſs Misfortune to Hazzard a Greater. 

This Alluſion of the Frogs runs upon All Four (as they ſay ) in the Re- 
{ſemblance of the Multitnde, both for the Humour, the Murmer, the Im- 
portunity, and the ſubje& matter of the Petition. Redreſs of Grievances 
15 the Queſtion, and the Devil of it is, that the Petitioners are never to be 
pleasd. In one Fit they cannot be Without Government : In Another they 
cannot bear the Toke on't. They find Abſolute Freedom to be aDirect 
State of War; for where there's no Means of either preventing Strife, or 
Ending it, the Weaker are ſtili a Prey to the Stronger. One Kzng is too 
Soft, and Eaſie for them ; Another too Fiery / And then a Third Change 
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would do better they think. Now tis Impoſſible to ſatistie people that 
would have they know not what: 'They Beg and Wrangle, and Appeal, 
and their Anſwers is at laſt, that if they ſhift again, they ſhall be ſtill Worſe;

Wren Ill Men take up a Fit of Kindneſs all on a ſudden, and ap- 
pear to be Better Natur*d then Uſual, *tis Good Diſcretion toſuſpeQ Fraud, 
and to lay their Words, and their PraQtices together : The Greater the 
Truſt, the Greater isthe Treachery, and the Baſer is the Villany too. 'This 
Moral reaches to All ſorts of Truſtees whatſoever. 

It were well if All Two-Footed Servants were but as Faithful to their 
Maſters as This Four-Legg*d Animal, A Loaf of Bread was as much to 
Him as a Bag of G#izezs to a Great-Officer ; And why ſhould not the One 
make as much Conſcience of Betraying his Patron for Gold, as the Other 
of doing it for a Cruſt ? Beſide the Right Reaſoning of the Dog upon the 
Conſequence of Things. If I take Your Bread, (fays he) Yowll Rob my Ma- 


fter. But in the Other caſe it 1s not ſo much a Deliberation of what will 


follow upon't, as a kind of Tacit Compoſition, that does as good as ſay 
[ For ſo much Mony Þll ſhat my Eyes, and let You Rob my Maſter. ] Here's an 
Emblem now, of the Foreſight, Fidelity, and Duty of a Truſty Servant, 
on the One hand, and of the Flattery, Arts and Practices that are Em- 
ploy*d by Evil Men to Corrupt him, on the Other. 

Under the figure of This Faithful Truſty Servant; 1s Couch'd aLeQuure 
to All men of Buſineſs, ; let them be Councellors, Confidents, Favourites, 
Officers, Soldiers, Traders, or what you will. For there are Good and 
Bad of All Kinds and Profefſions. So that A#jop*s Dog is a Reproche to 
Falſe Mex. Publick Perſons have their ways of Temptation, and Addreſs, 
as well as Private ; And He that ſuffers a Government to be Abus'd by 
Careleſneſs, or Negle&t, does the Same thing, with Him that Maliciouſly 
and Corruptly ſets himſelf to Couzen it. This holds as well too in the Pri- 
vate Caſe, of being either Principal or Acceſſary to the Robbing of a Houſe ; 
Only the Former,isa Treachery of a Deeper Dye. There are Loaves at the

TH ess Fables are a Reproof to the Ungrateful Cruelty of thoſe, that 
will neither forgive One Slip, nor Reward a Thouſand Services, but take 
more Notice of a Particular Unlucky Accident, then of a General Laudable 
Praftice. Bur One Stumble is enough to Deface the Character of an Ho- 
nourable Life. It is a Barbarous Inhumanity 1n Great Men to Old Servants, 
to make the Failings of Age to be a Crime, without allowing the Paſt Ser- 
vices of Their Strength and Youth, to have been a Virtue. And this is 
found in Governments, as well as in Courts, and Private Families; with 
Maſters and Miſtreſles, as well as in States. | | 

Tis a miſerable Thing, when Faithful Servants fall into the hands of 
Inſenſible, and Unthinkful Maſters ; Such. as Value Services only by the 
Profit they bring them, without any regard to the Zeal, Faith, and Af- 
fe&ions, of the Heart, and pay them with Blows, and Reproches in their 
Age, for the Uſe, Strength and Induſtry of their Youth. Nay Humane 
Frailty it ſelf is Imputed to them for a Crime, and they are Treated Worſe 
then Beaſts, for not being Morethen Men. Here's an 0/4 Drudging Curr 
turn'd off to Shift for Himſelf, for want of the very Teeth and Heels that 
he had loſt in his Maſters Service. Nay, it he can but come off for Star- 
ving too, it paſſes for an A&t of Mercy. Under Theſe Circumſtances, the 
Bare Senſe of a Calamity is calld Grumbling, and if a man does but make 
a Face upon the Boot, he's preſently a Male-Content. It may be a + 
Queſtion now whether the Wickedneſs, or the Imprudence of this Iniqui- 
ty be the more Pernicious ; for over and above the Inhumanity, *tis aDo- 
Grice of Ill Conſequence to the Maſter Himſelf, to ſhew the World how 
Impoſſible a"Thing it is for a Servant to Oblige and Pleaſe him : Nay, it 
is ſome ſort of Temptation alſo to Impiety and Injuſtice, when Virtue and 
Duty came to be made Dangerous. 

And yet it 1s not One Maſter perhapsof Twenty, all this while, that ei- 


| ther directs, or takes notice of Theſe Indignities. It goes a Great Way, 


"tis true, Barely to Permit them. One while perchance the Maſter is not 
Aware of what is done, and then in Other Caſes, it may fall out Eftectu- 
ally to be his Own AQ, even againſt his Own Will : That is to fay, when 
the Paſſions of Imperious, and 111-Natur*d Servants are Cover'd with the 
Name and Authority of their Patrons, in the Abuſe of a truſt that was 
Plac'd in*em for Honefter, and for Nobler Ends. It is Congruous enough 
yet to Apply the Moral of "This Fiction; rather to the Driver of the 4ſſe, 
and to the Huntſman that Manag'd the Chaſe, then to the Maſter Him- - 
ſelf : But the Aſſe and the Log were beaten however, for being 0/4, and 
ſpent in Deſpite of All the Bonds and Inftintts of Honour, Piety, and 
Good Nature.

Duty 


to be Thankful, that it is no Worſe with Themſelves. Ir is ſfoms 
Relief to the Miſerable to ſhew them that there are Others yet more Mi- 
ſerable, and there is not any thing ſo Timerous, but ſomething elfe is 
afraid of It. There are Thoſe, 'tis True, that Dte for the very Fear of 
Death, and Plunge themſelves into Certain Miſery, upon the Bare Appre- 
henſion of it : But this comes rather from the Spleen, then their Miſ- 
fortune. - | | | 

Since fo it is, that Nature Provides for the Neceſſities of All Crea- 
tures, and for the Well Being of Every One 1n 1t's kind : And ſince it is 
not in the Power ofany Creature to make it ſelf Other then what by Pro- 
vidence it was Delign'd to be ; what a Madnels is it to Wiſh our ſelves 
Other then what we Are, and what we Muſt continue to Be: Since the 
Thing is Bounded, and the whole Matter Pre-determin'd ! Every Atome 
of the Creation has its Place Afſign'd : Every Creature has its proper Fi- 
gure, and there is no Diſputing with Him that Made it ſo. Why have 


not 1 This? and why have not I That? are Queſtions for a Philoſopher of 


Bedlam to ask; and we may as well Cavil at the Motions of the Heavens, 


the Vicifſitude of Day and Night, and the Succeſſion of the Seaſons, as 


Expoſtulate with Providence upon any of the reſt of Gods Works. The 
Alle would have Horns, and the Tinker would fain be in Bed with my 
Lady. The 4pe would have a Tail; and why ſhould not a Mountebank 
Complain that he is not a Miniſter of State or Juſtice ? But in ſhort, the 
Poor, Wretched, Blind Mole puts in with her DoGtrine to take up the 

uarrel. | 
—_ what's the Cafe of the Hares now, but an Inſtance to Fortifie us 
againſt Paxick Frights and Terrors, for Trivial Cauſes; whiere the Fears 
are a great deal more Terrible then the Dangers? In All theſe Caſes, we 
fancy our ſelves much more Miſerable then we Are, for want of taking 
a True Eſtimate of Things. We fly into Tranſports without Reaſon, and 
Judge of the Happineſs, or Calamity, of Humane Lite, by Falſe Lights. A 
Strict Enquiry into the Truth of Matters will Help us in the One, and 
Compariſon will ſet us Right in the Other. The Dogs and the Eag/es Fright- 
ed the Hares; The Hares Frighted the Frogs, and the Frogs, "Twenty to 
One, Frighted ſomething elſe. This is according to the Courſe of the 
World, One Fears Another, and ſome body elſe 1s afraid of Him. 

It may ſeem to be a kind of a Malicious Satisfa&tion, that One Man 


detives from the Mifortunes of Another. But the Philoſophy of This 


Reflexion ſtands upon Another Ground ; for our Comfort does not Ariſe 
from Other Peoples being Miſerable, but from this Inference upon the 
Ballance, 'That we ſuffer only the Lot of Humane Nature: And as we 
are Happy or Miſerable, compar'd with others, So Other People are Mi- 


ſerable or Happy Compar'd with Us : By which Juſtice of Providence, 


we come to be Convinc'd of the Sin, and the Miſtake of our Ingratitude. 
What would not a man give to be Eag'd of the Gout or the Stone? Or 
ſuppoſing an Incurable Poverty on the One Hand, and an Incurable Ma- 
lady on the Other, Why ſhould not the Poor Man think himſelf Happier 
1n his Rags, then the Other in his Purple? But the Rich Man Envies 
the Poor Mans Health, without conſidering his Want; and the Poor 
Man Envies the Others Treaſure without contidering his Diſeaſes: What's 
an Ill Name in the World to a Good Conſcience within Ones ſelf? And 
how much leſs Miſerable upon the Wheel, is One man that is Innocent, 
then Another under the Same Torture that's Guilty ? The Only Way 
for Hares and Aſſes, is to be Thankful for what they Are, and — 
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Have, and not to Grumble at the Lot that they muſt bear in ſpite of 
their Teeth.

Now the Return 
of the Stork was only a Q#i4pro Quo, and a Warrantable Revenge, even 
according to the Rules of Civility, and Good Fellowſhip ; for the Fox's 
leading the Humour gave the Other not only a Provocation, but a kind 
of a Right to Requite him in his Owa Way : Beſide that it was the Cle- 
verer Mockery of the Two. This may ſerve to Reprove Thoſe Liberties 
in Converſation that paſs the Bounds of Good Nature, Honour, Honeſty, 
and Reſpett.

Happineſs in any thing that may be taken away, and the Bleſing of Free- 


dom in a Menn Eſtate. 
REFLEXTON. 


W x are to Gather from hence, that people would never Envy the Pomp 
and Splendour of Greatneſs, if they did but conſider, either the Cares and 
Dangers that go along with it, or the Bleſſings of Peace, and Security in 
a Middle Condition. No Man can be truly Happy, who is not every Hour 
of his kife prepared for the worſt that can befall him. Now this is a State 
of Tranquility never to be attain'd, but by keeping perpetually in our 
Thoughts the Certainty of Death, and the Lubricity of Fortune; and by 
Delivering our ſelves from the Anxiety of Hopes and Fears. 

It falls Naturally within the Proſpe& of this Fiftion to Treat of the 
Wickedneſs of a Preſumptuous Arrogance, the Fate that Attends it ; The 
Riſe of it; and the Means of either Preventing or Supprefſing it; The Fol- 
ly of it ; 'The Wretched and Ridiculous Eſtate of a Proud Man, and the 
Weakneſs of That Envy that is Grounded upon the miſtaken Happineſs of 
Human Life. | 

If a body may be Allow'd to Graft a Chriſtian Moral upon a Pagan Fa- 
ble, what was it but Pride and Arrogance that firſt threw Lucifer out of 


| Heaven, and afterwards, Adam out of Paradiſe? [ Te ſhall be as Gods ] was 


the Temptatton ; an Impotent and a Preſumptuous Aﬀettation of Vain 
Glory was the Sin; and a Maledi&jon Temporal and Eternal was the Pu- 
niſhment. Now if the Charms of an Unruly Ambition could fo far prevail 
upon the Angels Themſelves in their Purity ; and upon Mankind in a State 
of Innocence, how Stri& a Guard onght'mwe then to keep upon our ſelves, 
that are the Children--of diſobedience, and bring the feeds of This Deadly 
Vanity into the World with us in our very Veins? - 
It is ighly Remarkable, that as Pride, and Envy are the Two Paſſions 
that above All Others give the Greateſt Trouble to-the Sons of Men, ſo 
are they likewiſe the Firſt Emotions of the Mind that we take Notice of 
in our Approaches to the Exerciſe: of our Reaſon. They begin with 
us in the Arms of our Nurſes, and at the very Breaſts of our Mothers ; 
for what's the meaning of all the Little Wrangles and Contentions elſe, 
Which Child ſhall be made moſt of ; or which Baby ſhall have the Gayer Coat? 
So that Theſe AﬀeQtions are in truth Connatural to us, and as We our 
ſelves grow up and Gather Strength; ſo: do They; and paſs Inſenfibl 
from our 'Inchnations into our Manners. Now the-Corruption mu 
needs be Strong, where Humane Frailty ſtrikes in ſo Early with it, and 
the Progreſs no leſs Mortal, where it is ſuffer'd to go. on without Con- 
trol: For what are the Extravagances of the Lewdeſt Life, but the 
more Conſummated Follies and Diforders, of either a Mi{-taught or a 
Negletted Youth? Nay, what are All the Publick Outrages of a Deſtroy- 


ing Tyrarmy; and Opprefſion, but Childiſh Apperites let alone till they

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| to the CharaCter of a Good Philoſophe 


are grown Ungovernable ? Beſide tliat it 1s Infinitely Eaſier to prevent IN 
Habits then to Maſter them ; As the Choaking of the Fountain is the 
ſureſt Way to Cut off the Courſe of the River. It ſhould be Conſider'd 


too that we have the Seeds of Virtue in us, as well as of Vice; and when 


ever we take a Wrong Baſs, *tis not out of a Moral Incapacity to doBet- 
gp for want of a Careful Manage and Diſcipline, to ſet us Right at 
irſt. 

Wherefore Children ſhould be moulded while their Tempers are yet 
Pliant and Du&tile: As Pride, for the Purpoſe, that arifes from a Falſe 
Opinion of Things, ſhould be Obviated by Informing their Underſtand- 
ings. And fo for Ezvy; the very Diſpoſition to it is to be Sweeten'd, as 
Flowing from a Certain Froward TinQure of Ill Nature. (I ſpeak This 
of the Malevolent, Canker'd Paſſion of Envy, which in Effe&t, is Little 
or Nothing akin to the Silly Envy of the Afſe here in the Fable.) In One 
word, Children ſhould be ſeaſon'd betimes, and Leſſen'd into ſuch a Con- 
tempt, and Deteſtationof This Vice, as neither to praQiice it Themſelves, 
nor to Approve it in Others. This is, in Little, the Foundation of a 
Virtuous Life, and there goes no more then Judging, and Atting Aright, 

r..a Good Chriſtian, and a Good 
Man : For to Know, and to Do, 1s the Compendium of our Duty. 

It is not for Every Twatling Goflip yet, or ſome Empty Pedant, pre- 
ſently to Undertake This Province ; for it requires a Critical Nicety both 
of Wit, and of Judgment, to find out the Gents, or the Propenſions of a 


Child, and to Diſtinguiſh betwixt the Impulſes of Envy, and thoſe of 


Emulation : Betwixt the Firſt Motions of a Churliſh and Impetuous Inſo- 
lence, and thoſe of a Serene Greatneſs, and Dignity of Mind. Ir is not, I 
ſay, for Every Common Eye, or Hand to divide ſo Accurately berwixt the 


Goad, and the Evil, the Gracious and Perverſe, as to ht the preciſe Me- 


aium of Encouraging the One, without Difcouraging the Other. And 
This Faculty of Diſcerning is not enough neither, without a Watchful At- 
{iduity of Application. e Juſt Seaſon of Doing Things muſt be Nick'd, 
and All Accidents Obſerv'd and Improvd; for Weak Minds are tobe as 
Narrowly Attended, as Sickly Bodies: To fay nothing of the Infinite Cu- 
rioſity of the Operation, in the Forming of our Lives and Manners: And 
that not One man of Ten Thouſand is Competeatly Qualify*d for the Office. 
Upon the Whole Matter there muſt be an Awe maintain'd onthe One Hand, 


_ andat the ſame time, a Love and Reverence Preſery'd on the Other. And 


all this muſt be Order*d too with ſo Gentle a Softneſs of Addreſs, that we 
may not Hazzard, either the Stifling, or the Quenching of Generous In- 
clinations, by bearing too Hard upon them, or the Licentiating of any 
thing that is Courſe and Vulgar,out ofa fooliſh Facility or a Miſtaken Pity. 
It is with our Paſſions, as it is with Fire and Water, they are Good Ser- 
vants, but Bad Maſters, and Subminiſter to the Beſt, and Worſt of Pur- 
poſes, at once, This is enough ſaid, as to the Wickedneſs, and the Fate 
of Pride ; The Source and Danger of it, togecher with the only ſure and 
EffeQual Means of Remedy. fl 

The Moral leads me in the Next place, to Conſider the Folly of both 
the Horſe and the Aſſe; The One, in Placing his Happineſs upon any 
thing that could be taken away ; and the Other, in Envying that Miſta- 
ken Happineſs, under the Abuſe of the ſame Splendid Illuſion and Impo- 


| ture. WhatSignifies a Gay Furniture, and a Pamper'd Carcaſs; or any 


other Outward Appearance, without an Intrinſick Value of Worth and 
Virtue? What ſignifies Beauty, Strength, Youth, Fortune, Embroider'd 


Furniture, Gawdy Boſſes, or any of Thoſe Temporary, and Uncertain 
' Satis- 
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Sarisfactions, that may be taken from us with the very next Breath 
we draw? What Aſſurance can any Man have of a Poſſeſſion that Every 
Turn of State, Every Puff of Air, Change of Humour, and the leaſt of a 
Million of Common Caſualties may Deprivehim of? How many Huffing 
Sparks have we ſcen in the World, that in the ſame day have been both the 
Idols, and the Sport and Scorn of the ſame Slaves and Fools ? Nay, how 
many Emperours and Princes. that in the Ruff of all their Glory havebeen 
taken down from the Head of a Conquering Army, to the Wheel of the 
Victor's Chariot * Where's that Advantage under the Sun that any but 
a Mad man would be Proud of? Or where's That Pride it ſelf that any 
Mortal in his Right Wits, would 2ot find Reaſon to be Aſham'd of? Take + 
it ſingly, and what is there more int, then an Unnatural and Unmanly 
T'ympany, that Riſes in a Bubble, and ſpends it felf in a Blaſt ? Take it 
in Complication, and we find a Thouſand Weakneſles, Iniquities, and 
Vexatious Cutting Miſeries wrapt up int. What can be more Impru- 
dent then to Aﬀect Reputation by the Methods of Infamy ? To Aſpire to 
Greatneſs by the ways of becoming Odious and Contemptible ? And to 
Propoſe the Erctting of a Mighty Fabrick, upon a Bottom that will-Cer- 
tainly fink under the Weight ? | 

The Diſappointments of Thoſe that Build ther Hopes in this World 
upon a Falſe Bfis, fall under Theſe Three General Heads. The Ad- 
vantages we Value our ſelves upon, may either be taken from us; or 
We from Them: Or, which is much at One, we may be brought by a 
Thouſand Accidents to loſe the Uſe and Reliſh of them. As firit for the 
Purpoſe ; they may be taken from Us, by Cheats, Robberies, Suborna- 
nations, ' Falſe Oaths, Forgeries, Corrupt Judges; 'To ſay nothing of Fires, 
Earthquakes, Tempeſts, Inundations, Inſurrections, and Other Violences 
without Number. Secondly, We may be taken from "Them, by as many 
Ways as there are out of 'This World. A Fly or a Hair ſhall do the 
Office of a Rope. And then for the Third Branch, an Indiſpoſition, a 
Feaver, an Acute Pain, an Impetuous Paſſhon, an Anxious Thought, Im- 
potency and Old Age, ſhall do the Work of Taking away both the Gueſt, 
and the Comfort of them. Nay, the very Loſs of One Pleaſure is enough 
to Damp, ifnot to Deſtroy the Rehſh of Another. 

But now to carry the Alluſion One Step further yet ; It may be li- 
terally Aſerted, that All Proud Men, over and above the Stroke of a 
Divine Judgment, are Miſerable, even inthemſelves, and that no Circum- 
ſtances in this World can ever make them Other. Their Appetites are 
Infſatiable, and their Hearts conſequently never at Reit ; Whether it be 
Wealth, Power, Honour, Popular Eſteem, or whatever elſe they pre- 
tend to. They Envy, and they are Envy'd. *Tis Impoſſible tor them 
to be atreſt, without enjoying what it is Impoſſible for them to Attain. 
They live Gaping after More, and in a perpetual Fear of Loſing what 
they have already. The Higher they are Rais'd, the Giddier they are; 
the moreSlippery is their Standing, and the Deeper the Fall. 'T hey are 
never Well, fo long as Any thing is above them: And their Ambition 
carries them on to the Supplanting of their very Maſters and Makers : 
When yet by a moſt Ridiculous ContradiQtion, they lie EffeCtually, (in 
the very ſame Initant) at the mercy of the men they moſt Delpiſe. [ The 
Sibver, being Ten Thouſand 'T alents, is given to Thee, ( ſays Ahaſuerws to 
Flaman) The People alſo, to do with them, as it ſeemeth good unto 1 hee, 
Eſther, Cap. 3. V. 11. ] Who would have Imagin'd now, that the Stiff 
Croſlneſs of a Poor Captive, ſhould ever have had the Power to make 
Hamars Seat 10 Uncatie to him? Or that the want of a Cap, or a 
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Cringe, ſhould ſo Mortally Diſcompoſe him, as we find afterwards it did ! 
It Large Poſſeſſions, Pompous Titles, Honourable Charges, and Protitable 
Commiſſions; It a Plentiful Ifſue, Court Favours, or the Flowing Bounty 
of a Gracious Prince, could have made This Proud Man Happy, there 
would have been Nothing wanting to his Eſtabliſhment. Bur All This 
did not do his Work, it ſeems; neither, as big as he was, did there in 
Truth need any Great Matter to Unſettle him. But he was as ſure to 
ſink under the Infirmity of his Own Mind, as if he had been Doom'd to 
'Sink in the Fate of a Common Ruine. 

When Haman ſaw Mordecai i the Kzng*s Gate, ( ſays the Text) rhat 
he ſtood not up, nor Moved for him, he was full of Indignation againſt Mor- 
decai. Nevertheleſs, Haman Refrained himſelf, and when he came Home, 
he ſent and cal for his Friends, and Tereſh, his Wife ; and told them of 
the Glory of his Riches, and the Maltitude of his Children, And All the Things - 
wherein the King had Promoted him, and how he had Aavamed him above the 
Princes and Servants of the Kzng. . Tea, Eſther the Queen (ſays he) did let 
no man come with the King unto the Banquet that ſhe had prepar'd, but my ſelf ; 
and to morrow am I invited unto her alſo with the Kjng. ( Yet Ail This A vail- 
eth Me Nothing, ſo long as I ſee Moyaecai the Jew litting at the Kings 
Gate, Eſther, Cap. 5. V.9, 10,11, 12, 13.] | 

This Inſtance of Hamay*s Caſe may ſerve, in a Good Meaſure, for a 
Moral to the Arrogance of the Horſe here in the Fable; only Hamay's Pride 
was the more Invidiousand Malicious of the Two. To wind up the Story ; 
Mordecai was an Eye-ſore to Hamaz, and a Gallows of Fifty Cubits Hiph 
was prepared for him by the Order of Haman, Cap. 5. V. 14. But the King, 
upon Examination of the Matter, Order'd Haman himſclt to be Hanged. 


* [So they Hanged Haman upon the Gallows he had preparea for Mordecai, 


Cap. 7. V. 10. ] Hamars Pride, 1n fine, was a Torment to him, and he 
was not only Pumiſh'd By it, and-For it, but by a Righteous Judgment of 
Retaliation, he ſuffer'd Death Himſelf upon the very Gibbetr that he had 
provided for Another. 

How wretched a Creature was Haman now, even in the Careſſes of 
his Royal Maſter, and in the very Rapture of all his Glories! And how 
Vain again were all the Marks and Enfkigns of his CharaQter and Power ; 
that were not able to ſupport him againſt one Slighting Look of a Sorry 
Slave! He had the World at Will, we ſee; but All was as good as No- 
thing to him, /o long 2s he ſaw Mordecai the Jew ſitting in the King's Gate. 
Where's the Sober Man now, that would not rather chuſe to be Morde- 
cai in the Gate, upon Theſe Terms, then to be Hamazn in the Palace ? 
'The One had the Bleſſing of a Conſcience that Fears Nothing but God ; 
the Other was Haunted with a Fantaſtical Weakneſs of Mind, that makes 
a man Dread Every thing, and ſtand in awe. of his Own Shadow! A 
Word, a Thought, an Imagination, a Countenance 1s enough to Break 
his Sleep, .and ro Shake the very Foundations of the Babe! that he has 
Built. He fancies every Bolt that's LevelPd at his Vices, to be Point- 
ed at his Perſon, and finds himſelf Wounded in the Morality of the 
moſt Innocent Reproofs. He's a Slave to All Paſſions, All Accidents, 
and All forts of Men. A Jelit, a Banter, a Lampoon ; Nay a Glance, 
an Inſinuation, or a Bare Caſualty, with the Help of a Guilty Conſcience, 
and a Suſpicious Gloſs of Application, 1s enough to Murder him ; for he 
Conceits himſelf to be Struck at, when he 1s not ſo much as Thought 
of: as I dare appeal to the Conſciences of a Thouſand Top Gallant 
Sparks, that will fancy their Own Caſe to be the Key to This 
Moral. He makes himſelf Odious to his Superiours, by his Haughti- 
neſs ; 
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neſs; to his Equals, by a Reſtleſs Courſe of Fa&tious Competitions : 
and then he never fails of a Virulent Hatred and Envy, from thoſe that 
are below him; ſo that he's beſet with Enemies on All hands, the Mean- 
eft of which is not without Many and Many a Way to the Wreaking of a 
Malice, and to the ape + of a Revenge. As to the Wretchedneſs of 
his Condition, is all a Caſe to Him,; whether he be. Teiz'd oug of þi 
Life by .a.Judgmeat of, Flies and Lice,, or Stung to Death by Fiery 3 
pents.. And he is not only Tarmente by Others, bur the very Toki t= 
er of Hitnſelf too. Nay, ' rather theg'/want a Colourable Groundof! 
Trouble;the- Creates it.' ' His: Pride. is.'a Continual: Drought upon him, 
and a Thirft never to be Quench'd. His Coaſcience, .his Fancy, his Fears, 
Jealouſies, and Miſtakes; Every thing helps on. towards his Undoing. 
And now to the Infinite Variety of Plagues that Wait-upon Pride, there 
is likewiſe as Great a Diverſity: of Imperious Humours for This Miſery to: 
Work upon. / 'As for Example, There is:a Pride of Stomach, a Pfide of 
[Popularity,. a Pride of Brow, Equipage, and Parade. . [There's a Pride of 
Tongue without either Brains, or Heart to Sypport it.” There's an Ab- 
je, (in fine) and there's a Surly Pride: But to Conclude, there” is All 
This, and a Thouſand times more-of the ſame Kind and Colour, that lies 
Naturally Couch'd under This Allegory. And not One Inftance ar laſt; 
that is not verify'd by Many and Many an Example. 

Now as to the Envy of the Aſſe it was a Double Folly ; for he Miſtakes 
bath the Horſes Condition, and his Own. *Tis Madneſs to Envy any 
Creature that may in a Moment become Miſerable ; Or for an 
Advantage that may in a Moment be taken from him. 'The-4ſſe 
Envies the Horſe today ; and in ſome Few Days more, the Horſe comes 
to Envy Him: Wherefore let no man Deſpair, ſo long; as it is in the 
Power, either of Death, or of Chance, to Remove the Burden. No- 
thing but Moderation and Greatneſs of Mind can make, either a Pro- 
ſperous, or an Adverſe Fortune Eaſie to us. The Only Way to be Hap- 
Py is to ſubmit to our Lot ; for No man can be properly faid to be 
Miſerable that is not wanting to Himſelf: It is Certainly True, . that 
47” Ao Jolly Cobler has a Merrier Heart in his Stall, than a'Prince in 
his Palace. | s OP |

The Bar that ftood Newter, may ſerve for the Charatter ofa Time-ſer. 
ving Trimmer : He Betrays his Party, firſt in withdrawing; his Aſſiſtance.

The Efriches Caſe ſeems to be Different from the Other Two. He

We T rx 15 Fable fets out the Malignity of ſome Spiteful People, that take 

Witt | | ſo much Pleaſure inthe Deſign of Hurting others, as not to Fee}, and Under- 
Wl ſtand that they only Hurt themſelves.This is the Caſe of thoſe that will be 
Trying Maſteries with their Superiours, and Biting of that which is too 
Hard for their Teeth. There's no Contending with an Adverſary that's 
either Inſenſible or Invincible : And the Rule holds, in Matters, not only 
of Actual Force and Violence, but of Fortune and Good Name ; for *tisno 
better then Downright Madneſs, to ſtrike where we have No Power to 
Hurt, and to Contend'where we are ſure to be Worſted.

Trax Fables of the 4x-Haxdle, and the Wedge, ſerve to precaution us 
not to put our ſelves Needleſly upon an After Game, but to Weigh before 
hand what we Say, and Do. We ſhould have a Care how we Arm our 
Enemies againſt our Selves; for there's Nothing goes Nearer a Man then 
to be Undone by his Own Improvidence; and Nothing afterward moreRi- 
diculous, then to Blame Fortune for our own Faults: Though we are fo 
Fram'd by Nature, in reſpect of our Souls and Bodies, that One Part of a 
Maa is ſtill Wounded by the Other. Nothing ſo much Troubled the Eagle 
and the Thruſh, as the Thought of affiſting to their own DeſtruCtion. 

There's No living in This World without an Exchange of Civil Offices, 
and the Need we have One of Another, goes a Great Way towards the Ma- 
king of us Love One Another. How is this Amity, and Communication to 
be entertain'd now, but by the Commerce of Giving and Receiving ? 
Reaſon, and Experience, are Sufficient to convince us of the Neceſſity of 
{uch a Correſpondence ; And this Fiction of the Axe and the Forre#, and 
ſo of the Tree and the Weage, ſhews us the Danger of it too, if it be not 
Manag'd with a Provident ReſpeC&t to All the Niceties of Circumſtance, 
and Contingency in the Caſe. People have got a Cuſtom, 'tis true, of 
Computing upon the Preſent Need, and Value of things, without ever 
heeding the Conſequences of them : As if all our Askings, and our Grant- 
ings were to be Governed by the Standard of the Market. *7 ſo pityful 
a Bas neſs, ſays One, and it was ſo ſmall a Thing, ſays Another; And yet 
this Piryful Bus'neſs, and this Small Thing, proves at laſt to be as much as a 
Man's Life, Honour, and Eſtate is Worth. Alas! What's a Hazale for an 

Axe, out of awhole Forre# ! What's the Writing of a Man's Name, or 
the ſaying Ay, or No to a Queſtion? And yet the very Safety and Honour 
of our Prince and Country, and the Summ of our Well-being lies many a 
time at Stake upon the Iſſue of doing either the One or the Other.Nay and 
let the People we have to do withal be never ſo Juſt and Honeſt, it 1s yet 
a Temerity, and a Folly Inexcuſable, to deliver up our felyes Needleſly 
into Anothers Power: For He that does any thing Raſhly, muſt be taken 
in Equity of Conſtruction to do it willingly: for he was free to Delibe- 
Tate or Not : *Tis Good Advice to Conſider, Firſt, what the Thing 1s that 
is Deſired. 2. The CharaQter of the Perſon that Asks. 3. What uſe 
may be made on't to the Detriment of him that Grants the Requeſt, and 
{o to Reſolve how far in Duty, Humanity, Prudence, Juſtice, and Reſpett, 
we are to Comply with it. Whereſoever there is Moral Right on the 
One Hand, No Secondary Intereſt can Diſcharge it on the Other. A 
Prigner upon Parole mult ſurrender himſelf upon Demand, though he 
Die for't. A Man may Contribute to his own Ruin Several Ways; but 
in Caſes not to be Foreſeen, and ſo not to be Prevented, it may be his 
Misfortune, and the Man not to blame. We are not to omit Precaution 
however, for: fear an Ill Uſe ſhould be made of thoſe Things that we do, 
even with a Good Intention ; but we are ſtill to Diſtinguiſh betwixt what 
may Poſſibly, and what will Probably be done, according to the Beſt Mea- 
{ures we can take of the End of Asking ; for there would be No Place lett 
for the FunCtions of Humane Society, if the Poſlibility of Abuſiog a Kind- 
neſs, ſhould wholly Divert us from the Exerciſe of Charity and Good Na- 


ture, There may be Great Miſchief Wrought yet, without any _ of 
H a Pre- 
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a Previous Malice, and it may be Hazardous to Yield, even where the 
Propoſal is wholly Innocent. "There may be other Propoſitions again, that 
were Originally Deſign*d for Snares, to the Short-ſighted and Credulous, 
Now *tis the Art of Life, Critically to Diſcera the One Caſe from the 
Other. 

There needs Little more to be ſaid to the Emblems of the Eag/e and 
the Thruſh, then to obſerve, that both by Chance, and by Nature, we are 
made Acceflary to our Own Ruins: and That's enough to Trouble a Bo- 
dy, though not to Condemn him.

FJupi- 
zer's forgetting Modeſty in the Compotition of Man, Intimates the Difficulty 
of Admitting it, till Fleſh and Blood has done the Fiendly Office towards 
the Peopling of the World; for there's hardly any Place for Councel, rill 
theſe Heats are in ſome Meaſure taken off; and it is no Wonder, that when 
Love comes to be without Reaſon, it ſhould be withour Modeſty too ; for 
when 'tis once paſt Governmezt, it is conſequently paſt Shame. When Our 
Corruptions, in'fine, are Strong, and our Underſtandings Weak, we are apter 
to Hearken to the Motions of the Blood, and to the Vain Imaginations of a 
Deprav'd AfﬀecRion, then to the Dry DoEtrines and Preceps of Authority and 
Virrue. 

This Difficulty of keeping Young and Hot Blood in Order, does mightily 
Enforee the Neceſlity of an Early Care for the Training up of Children. and 
giving them a TinCture, before it be too Late, of thoſe DoQrines and Prin:

And we are as 
much Impos'd upon in the Proſpe& of our Hopes and Fears: The Dangers, 
and the Bleſſings thac we either Dread, or Propoſe to our ſelves, look a great 
Deal Bigger a far cff, then in Effe& they are» And what's the Myſtery of 
All chis now, but that we judge of Things by Falſe Images and Appearances, 
without Entering into the True State and Reaſon of them 2 So thar ar this 
Rate, we divide our Lives, berwixc Flattering Illuſions, and Reſtleſs Appre- 
henſions : Never at Eaſe, either on the One fide, or on the Other. The 
Miſchief is, that we are Over-folicicous about Matters that are out of our 
Power, and Star-gazing after Futurities z when in truth, our Bug neſs lies 
juſt under our Noſes; Thar is to fay, in the Attending, and Emproving of 
Preſent Opportunities: In few Words, a Wiſe Man Counts his very Mi- 
nutes : He lets no Time flip him 3 for Time is Life : which he makes Long, 
by the Good Husbandry of a Right Uſe and Application of ir, trom One 
Moment to Another. This is not yet to Exclude the Providence of Tracing 
Premiſſes into Conſequences, or Cauſes into theirEffes ; bur ro Caution us 
not to look at the Wrong End of the Glaſs 3 and fo Invert the Profpe&. We 
ſee Things at hand, as they really are, bur at a Diſtance, only as they ſeem 
to be : Patience and Conſideration will ſet us Right in our Judgments and in 
our Meaſures. It is much thereabouts with the Common People too, in the 
Matter of Remote Grievances. They Repreſent, and Fancy to Themlſclves, 
Hell, Slavery and Damnation at a Diſtance, in many a Caſe, which ar hand 
ſignifies not ſo much as a Flea biting.

In the Fable of the Horſe and the Aſs ( Num. 38.) The 4/5 finds himſelf 
Miſtaken in his Opinion, both of the Foundation of Happineſs, and of the 
Stability of it. His Miſtake in This, looks another way ; for he took his 
Brother to be Happy when he was not ſos Even according to his own 
Standard : But we are too too apt to think other People more Happy, and 
our ſelyes Leſs, then in Truth, They, or VVe are: VVhich favours of a 
Malevolence on the One hand, and an Ingratictude on the Other. Nay, it 
falls ott many times, that the Envious Perſons are rather to be Envy'd of 
the Two. VVhat had the id 4/s here to Complain of, or the Tame One 
to beEnvy'd for > The Former was bur in the Plight that J/i/d Aſſes uſually 
are; and in truth ought to be. VVhen they are in the V Voods they are at 
Home, and a Forreſt-Life, to them, is but according to Nature. As to the 
State and Ruzeneſs of his Body, *cis but Anſwerable to the Condition of his 
Lor. The 7ame 4/5, cis true, was Better Fed, but then he was Harder 
VVrought, and in the Carrying of Packs, he did but ſerve Mankind in the 
Trade that Providence had Aſſign'd him ; for he was made for Burdens, 
*Tis a Fine Thing to be Fat and Smooth; but'tis a Finer Thing to Live at 
Liberty and Eaſe. 

To ſpeak Properly, and to the Point, there 1s no ſuch Thing as Happji- 
neſs or Miſery in this World (commonly ſo Reputed) but by Compariſon; 


| Neither is there any Man fo Miſerable, as not to be Happy, or ſo Happy, 


aS not to be Miſerable, in ſome Reſpe& or Other - Oaly we are apt to 
Envy our Neighbours the Poſſeflion of Thoſe Advantages that we Want, 
without ever giving Thanks for the Bleſſings that They Want, and We 
our ſelves Enjoy. Now This Mixture in the Diſtributions of Providence, 
duly Conſider'd, ſerves to make us Eaſy, as well as Neceſſary One to A- 
nother; and ſo to Unite us in a Confliſtence both of Friendſhip, and of 
Civil Convenience : For it is no leſs Requiſite to maintain a Truck in the 
Matter of Moral Offices, and Natural Faculties, then in the Common 
Bus'neſs of Negotiation, and Commerce ; and Humane Society can no 
more Subſiſt without the One, then without the Other. One Man fur: 
niſhes Brains, Another Money, a Third, Power, Credit, Mediation, In- 
relligence, Advice, Labour, Induſtry : (to ſay Nothing of a Thouſand other 
Inſtances Reducible to this Head ) fo that the Rule of Communication 
holds as well betrwixt Man and Man ; as betwixt Country and Country ; 
What One has Nor, Another Has, and there is not That Man Living, bur 
in ſome Caſe or Other, ſtands in Need of his Neighbour. Take away

For 'tis Forty to One that he that Changes his Condition, out of a 
Preſent Impatience and DiſlatisfaQtion, when he has try'd a New one, Wilhes 
for his Old One again: and Briefly, the more we ſhift, the Worſe Com: 
monly we are. This Ariſes from the Inconſtancy of our Minds, and One 


Prayer docs but make way for Another. Thoſe People, in fine, that 
: are 
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are Deſtin'd to Drudgery, may well Change their Maſters, bur never their 
Condition. 

He that finds himſelf in any Diſtreſs, either of Carcaſs, or of Fortiine, 
ſhould do well to Deliberate upon the Matter, before he Praycs for, or 
Reſolves upon a Change. As for Example now, what is it that Troubles 
me? Is there any Help for'c or no? What doT want? Is it Matter of Ne- 
ceſſiry or Superfluity 2 Where am I co look for't? How ſhall I come ar it 2 &c. 

Now All our Grievances are either ot Body or of Mind, or ( in Com- 
plication ) of Both, and cicher the Remedy is in our Own Power, or it is 
not. There are ſome Things thar we cannot do for our ſelves, without the 
Help of Ochers : There are ſome Things again, that Other People Cannor 
do for Us, nor are thcy any way elſe to be done bur by Our ſelves. In 
the One Caſe we are to ſeek abroad for Relict, and in the Other, Whoever 
Conſults his Reaſon, and his Duty, will find a Certain Cure at Home : So 
that it gocs a Great way in the Philoſophy of Humane Life, to Under- 
ſtand the Juſt Mcaſures of what we are Able to do, and what we are Ob- 
lidg'd to do, in Diftinftion from the Contrary 3 for Otherwiſe we ſhall 
ſpend our Days with A/op's Aſs, in Hunting after Happineſs where ir is 
not to be found, without ever looking for't where it is. Tis allow'd us, 
to be ſcnfhble of Broken Limbs, and Diſeaſed Bodies : And Common Pru- 
dence ſends us to Sutgeons and Phyſicians, to Piece, and Patch them up 
again. Bur in Theſe Caſes, we Examine the Why, the What, and the 
How of 'Things, and Propoſe Mcans Accommodate to the End. *Tis Na- 
tural to be Mov'd with Pain, and as Natural to Seek Relict; And it is well 
done at laſt, to do That which Nature bids us do ; But for Imaginary Evils; 
Every Man may be his Own Doftor. They arc Bred in our Aﬀettions, 
and we may Eaſe our ſelves. If che Queſtion had been a Spavin, or a Gall'd 
Back, and the 4/5 had Petition'd to Jpzter for Another Farryer, it might 
have been a very Reaſonable Requeſt, Now if he had but Pitch'd upon 
{ach or ſuch a Particular Maſter, ir might have done well enough tov: Bur 
to grow Weary of One Maſtcr, or of One Condition, and then to be pre- 
ſently Wiſhing in General Terms for Another : This is only an Inconſide- 
rate Ejaculation thrown oft at Random, without cither Aim or Reaſon, 
Upon the Whole Matter, it is bur laying our own Faults at the Door of 
Nature and Providence, while we Impure the Infirmicies of our Minds to 
the Hardſhip of our Lot. 

To proceed according to the Diſtribution of my Matter 5 it is much with 
Us in This Caſe, as it was with the Man that fcll from his Horſe and could not 
get up again. He was ſure he was Hurt, he ſaid, but could not tell Where: 
That is to ſay, firſt our Gtievances are Fantaſtical where they are not Cor- 
poral. 2/y, It is Another Error in us, that in All our Fantaſtical Difap- 
pointments, we have Recourſe to Fantaſtical Remedies. 3/y. Providence 
has Allotted Every Man a Competency for his State and Buſineſs. All 
boyond it is Superfluous, and there will be Grumbling without End, if we 
come to reckon upon't, that we want This or That, becauſe we Have it 
Nor, inſtcad of Acknowledging that we bave This or That, and that we want 
Nothing. Theſe Things duly Weigh'd, what can be more Providential then 
the Bletſing of having an Aztidete wichin our ſelves againſt all the Strokes 
of Fortune! That is ro ſay, in the Worſt of Extremitics, we have yet the 
Comfort left us of Conſtancy, Patience, and Reſignation: 
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'Tis not for a Wiſe and an Honeſt Man, to ftand Expoſtulating with the 
Nature of Things. As for Inſtance, Why ſhould not I be This or That, 
or be ſo or ſo, as well as He or Tother ? But I ſhould rather ſay to my ſelf 
after This manner : Am not I the Creature of an Almighty Power ; and js 
it not the ſame Power and Wiſdom that Made and Order'd the World, that 
has aſſjen'd me this Place, Rank or Station, in't > This Body, This Soul, 
This every Thing 2 What Lam, I muſt be, and there's no Contending with 
Invincible Neceſſity ; No Diſputing with an Incomprehenſible Wiſdom : To 
ſay Nothing of the Impiety of Appealing from an Inexplicable Goodneſs, 1t 
I can Mend my Condition by any Warrantable Induſtry and Virtue, the 
Way is Fair and Open; And That's a Priviledge that Every Reaſonable Crez. 
ture has in his Commiſſion : But without Fixing upon ſome Certain Scope 
and Preſcribing Juſt and Honourable Ways to'r, there's Nothing to be done. 
"Tis a Wicked Thing to Repine ; and 'cis as Bootleſs, and Uneaſy too; for 
One Reſtleſs Thought, Begets, and Puniſhes Another. We are not ſo Mi. 
ſerable in our Own Wants, as in what Others Enjoy: And then our Leyity 
is as Great a Plaguc to us as our Envy, fo that we need Nothing more then 
we have, but Thankfulneſs, and Submiſſion, to make us Happy. It was 
not the Ground of the Aſſes Complaint, that it was Worſe with Hz then 
with Other Aſſes; but becauſe he was an 4/s : And he was not fo Sick of 
his Maſter, as of his Work, His Fortune was well enough for ſuch an Avj- 
ual, ſo long as he kept himſelt within his Proper Sphere and Bus'neſs : But 
if the Stones in the Wall will be taking upon them ro Reproche the Builder; 
and if Nothing will pleaſe People unleſs they be Greater then Nature ever 
Intended them; VVhar can they Expect, but the 4fſes Round of Vexations

Birds 'tis True 5 and we Bait Hooks for Fiſhes; But All This is done in 
their Own Haunts, and Walks, and without any Seal of Faith and Confi- 
dence in the Matter « But to break the Laws of Hoſpitality and Tenderneſs ; 
To betray our Gueſts under our Own Roofs, and to Murder them at our 
Own Tables; This is a PraQice only for Men and Vultars to be guilty of,

SELF Love is the Root of All the Vanities that are ſtruck at in Theſe 
Two Fables, and it is ſo Natural an Infirmity, that it makes us Partial 
even to Thoſe that come of us, as well as our ſelves: And then it is fo 
Nicely Divided, betwixt Piety, Pride, and Weakneſs, that in Many Caſes 
*tis a hard Matter to Diſtinguiſh the One from the Other. *Tis a Frailty 
for a Man to Think Better of his Children then they Deſerve : Bur then 
there is an Impulſe of Tenderneſs, and of Duty, that goes along with it, 
and there muſt be ſome ſort of an Eſteem in the Caſe too, for the ſetting 
of Thar In-bred Aﬀection at Work. The Difficulry lies in the Moderating 
of the Matter, and in getting the True Medium betwixt being Wanting to 
our Own Fleſh and Bloud, once Remov'd, and Aſſuming too much ro our 
ſclves. Let the Attachment be what it will, we muſt nor ſuffer our Judg- 
ments to be either Perverted, Blinded, or Corrupted, by any Partiality of 
Prepoſſeſhons whatſoever. 

The Moral here before us, Extends to the Fruits and Productions of 
the Brain, as well as of the Body; and to Detormities in the Matter, as 
well of Underſtanding, as of Shape. We are Taught here Principally, 
Two Things Firſt, how Ridiculous it is for a Man ro Dote upon Fops and 
Buffons, though never ſo much the Iſſue of his Own Head and Loins ; And 
yet Secondly, How Prone we are to Indulge our Own Errors, Follies, 
and Miſcarriages, in Thought, Word, and Deed. The World has Abun- 
dance of theſe Apes and Owls in'c: So that Whoeyer does but look about 
him, will find ſo many Living Illuſtrations of This Emblem, that more 
Words upon the Subject would be needleſs.

The Firſt Point to be Preferv'd Sacred, and from whence a Man is ne. 
ver to Depart, though for the Saving of his Life, Liberty, Popular Credit, 
or Eſtate ; Thar Firſt Point, I ſay, 1s Conſczence. Now All Dutics are Mat. 
rer of Conſcience, reſpeQAively to the Subject that they arc Exercis'd upon; 
Only with This Reſtriction, that a Superior Obligation Diſcharges, or ar 
leaſt Suſpends the Force of an Inferior : As to ſuch a Circumltance for the 
Purpoſe, ſuch a Degree, or ſuch a Seaſon. Now there are. other Nicetieg 
alſo, as of Honour, Decency, and Diſcretion, Humanity, Modeſty, Re. 
ſpe&, &c. that border even upon the Indiſpenſable Tyes of Religion it {elt; 
and though they are Not Martrer of Conſczence, Simply, and Apart, they 
are yet fo Reduttively, with a Regard to Other Conſiderations : That 
to ſay, though they are Not fo in the Abſtract, they Become ſo by Aﬀaini 
ty and Connexion: And ſuch Civil Matters they are, as tall within the 
Purlews of Religion. There are Tryals of Men, as well as Tryals of Tree, 


Storms or Inundations are the ſame Thing to the One, thar the Iniquit 


of ſuch or ſuch an Age, or ConjunCture, 1s to the Other. Now *cis nat 
Courage but Stomack, that makes many People Break, rather then they wil 
Bend 3 even though a Yiclding upon that Pxnr/lo ( and with a Good 
Conſcience too) might perhaps have fav'd a State. Fractures Undoubtedly 
are Dangerous, where the Publick is to be Cruſh'd under the Ruine - But 
yet after All This Diſcanting, and Moditying upon the Matter, there's no 
leſs Hazzard on the Yielding-ſide too, then there is on the other. Men may 
be Stiff and Obſtinate, upon a Wrong Ground, and Mecn may Ply, and 
Truckle roo, upon as Falſe a Foundation. Our Bodics may be forc'd, but 
our Minds Cannot - So that Humane Frailty is No Excule for a Criminal 
Immorality. Where the Law of God and Nature Obliges me, the Plea of 
Humane Frailty can Never Diſcharge me. There's as much Difference be. 
rwixt Bending and Sinking, as there is herwixt Breaking and Bending 
There muſt be no Contending with Inſuperable Powers on the One Hand, 
and no Departing from Indiſpenſable Dutics on the Other: Nor is ir the 
Parr, either of a Chriſtian, or of a Man, to Abandon his Poſt.

The Tortoiſes Place was 
upon the Sands, not among the Stars ; and if he had kepr ro his Station, 
he would have been in No Danger of Falling. Many a Fool has Good 
Councel Offer'd him, that has not either the Wit, or the Grace to Take it 3 
and his Willfulnets commonly Ends in his Ruine. 

Every thing 1n Nature has it's Appointed Place, and Condition, and 
there's No putting a Force upon any thing, contrary to the Biafs and In- 
rent of it's Inſtiturion. What Bus'nefs has a Tortoiſe among the Clouds? 
Or why may not the Eatth it felf as well Cover a Higher Place, as any 
Creature that's Confin'd to't ? It is, in ſhort, a Silly, an Extravagant, and 
in Truth, ſo Impious a Fancy, that rhere' can hardly be a Greater Folly, 
then to Wiſh, or but ſo much as Suppoſe it. Bur there's an Ambition in 
mean Creatures, as well as in Mean Souls. So many Ridiculous Upſtarts 
as we find Promoted in the World, we may Imagin to be ſo many 7or- 
zoiſes in the Airz and when they have Flutter'd thege a While, like Paper 
Kites, for the Boys to ſtare at, He that took them up, grows either Aſtanyd, 
or Weary of them, and ſo lets them Drop again ; and, with the Devil Him- 
ſclf, c'en leaves them where he found them, This may ſerve to put a 
Check to the Vanity and Folly of an Unruly Ambition; that's.Deaf, not 
only to the Advice of Friends, but ro the Councels and Monitions of the 
very Spirit: of Reaforr it ſelf: For Flying without Wings is All one with 
Working without Means. We ſee a Thouſand* Inſtances in the World, 
Every j2t as Ridiculous as This in the Fable. Thar is to fay, of Men that 
are Made for One Condition, and yet Aﬀe& Another.

'Therc's no Crofling of Nature; bur the Beſt way 
is to reſt Contented with the Ordinary Condition of Things. *Tis but lo 
much Labour thrown away, to Attempt the Altering of Inſtin&s, or the 
Curing of lil Habits. 

* Example Works a great Dcal more then Preccpr; for Words without 
Pradice, are bur Councels without Effet. When we do as we fay, *tis a 
Confirmation of the Rule; but when our Lives and DoGtrines do not 


Agree, it looks as if the Leſſon were either too Hard for us, or the Ad 


vice not Worth the While to Follow. We ſhould ſee to Mend our Own 
Manners, before we Meddle to Reform our Neighbours, and not Condemn 
Others for what we do our Selves : Eſpecially where they follow the Na 
ture of their Kind, and in ſo doing, Do as they Ought ro do. Let Every 
thing Move, March, and Govern it ſelf, according to the Proper Diſpoli- 
tion of the Creature; for it would be Every Jor as Incongruous, for a 
Crab to Walk hke a May, as for a Man to Walk like a Crab. This may 
be apply'd to the Leſſons thar are given us for the Ordering our Lives and 
Families. But above All Things, Children ſhould not be Berray'd into 
the Love and Praqtice of any thing that is Amiſs, by Setting Evil Exam- 
ples before them ; for their Talent is only Imitation 3 and ris Ill Truſtiog 
Methinks in ſuch a Caſe, without a Judgment to Diſtinguiſh. 

This Allegory may paſs for a very Good Lefture to Governors, Pa-

MEN Mind the Pleaſure, and the Satisfaftion of a Fancy, or a Looſe 
Appetite more then they do Better Things; and they are ſooner broughr 
to Themſelves, and ſer Right by the /unnendo of a Parable, then by the 
Dint of dire& Reaſon. There are many Men that are Infinicely Tender 
in Pcint of Honour, and have very little Regard yet upon the Main, tg 
Truth and Equity. Now ſuch People as Theſe are ſooner Wrought upon 
by Shame then by Conſcience, when they find themſelves Fool'd and 
Shamm'd (as we ſay ) into a Conviction. This Fable tells us what we 
Ought to do in the Caſe of Attending to InſtruQive and Profitable Coun- 
ſels. It tells us alſo what we are apt to do, in Heark'ning after Fooleries:

nuine Charafter of Sovereignty, withour Deſcending to the Counterfeir. 
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The Moraliſts thac make this Raging of a Lie to be a Surcharge of 
One Madneſs upon anorher, mult not be Underſtood Simply, as if they 
took Government for a Burden and an Oppreſlion ; but it refers to the 
Infelicity of that State where an Impotent Will puts an Unbounded 
Power upon the Tenter. Bur let the Oppreſſion be never ſo Sanguinary, 
there's no Appeai left from rhe Tyranny ; for if a General Inſurrecion 
had been thought Lawful, the Fable would not have made the Caſe {0 
Deſperate : So thar this is only to Inſinuate the Sacredneſs of Power, let 
the Adminſitration of it be what ir will: And the Reaſon of ir is ſo plain, 
that it is impoſſible for Human Frailry to be betrer Secur'd then it is by 
the Determinations of Providence in this Particular. An Unlimited 
Power *tis true is a ſtrong Temptation, and where *tis Screw'd up to the 
Higheſt Pitch , *tis a great Unhappineſs ; bur ir 1s not for Men that haye 
their Fortunes and their Stations in this Worid Aſſign'd them, ro take up- 
on themſelves to be their own Carvers, and to Grumble at the Orders 
and Reſolutions of their Maſters and Ruicrs.

It is proper Bus'neſs of Mytholo:'y ro Point out, and Repreſent 
the Images of Good and Evil, and under thoſe Shadows to Teach us 
what we ought to do, and what not, either Severally and Apart, or as 
Members of a Society ; rhar is to ſay, Simply, as Men in a State of Right 
Nature, or as Parents, or Children, Maſters or Servants, Husbands or 
Wives, Rulers or Subjects, Friends, Countrymen, Relations, and the 
like. Now as there are Good and Bad of all forts ; ſo their Virtues and 
their Vices, their good Behaviour and their Miſdemeanors are to be ſer 
forth, Circumſtanc'd and Diſtinguiſh'd in ſuch fort, as by Rewards or 
Puniſhments, to Encourage rhe One, and ro Diſcountenance the Other, in 
proportion to the Dignity of the Action, or the Degree of the Offence ; 
by conferring Marks and Characters of Honour, Offices of Trutt, or 
Beneficial Commitliions on the one hand, and by inflicting Senrences of 
Shame, Infamy, Pains Gorporal, or Pecuniary on the other. Wichour 
this Diſtribution, one main end of Emblem is loſt ; neither is ir the true 
Figure of Life. For, Wicked Men, Falſe Brethren, Unnatural Parents, 
Diſobedient Children, Barbarous Husbands, Unduriful Wives , Tyrannical, 
Weak or Fantaſtical Governors ; Rebellious Subjects, Cruel Maſters, Faith- 
leſs Servants, Perfidious Kindred and Acquaintance : All theſe Lewd Cha- 
raters are as Abſolutely neceſſary to the Perfeting of the Defign, as rhe 
moſt Laudable Excellencies in Nature. 

In this Fable of the Kingdom of Apes, the Author according to Came- 
rarius, intended rhe Picture of an Extravagant: Government, where he 
gives Flattery and Corruption the Advantages that in Policy and Juſtice 
belong to Services of Honour and of Truth : And ar the ſame time De- 
livers up a Man of Honeſty, Juſtice and plain Dealing to be torn to 
Pieces. This Kingdom of Apes has been Moralliz'd a Thouſand and a 
Thouſand times over in the PraCtice of the World, and ſuch as the Foun- 
tain is, ſuch will be the Stream. Igt Government ir {elf be never fo 
Sacred, Governors are {till but Men ; and how Neceſſary and Beneficial 
ſocver the Order is at all Hands Confeſs'd to be, the Officers yet, and 
the Adminiſtrators are but Fleſh and Blood, and liable ro the Paſſions 
and Frailties of other Mortals. 

There are 'in fine, many Diſtempers, Errors, and Extravagances, that 
ſhew themſelves in the Exerciſe of Political Powers ; as an inexorable 
Rigour for the Purpoſe, or as a Laſche Demiſſion of Sovereign Authori- 
ty. There arc Caſes of Senſuality, Pleaſure, and Appetite, where Go- 
vernours have only tbe Name of Rulcrs, while ſome over-grown Subject 
perhaps Uſurps upon the Prerogative in cif, and docs the worſt things 

imaginable 
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imaginable in the Name of the Publick. Bur this rarely happens, ſave 
where the Maſter wants Reſolution to check the Licenſe and Preſumption 
of a Daring Servant. - 

There is alſo a certain Manage that leaves all at Six and Seven, and 
thinks to ſupport Greatneſs withour either Rule, Weight or Meaſure ; and 
that's a dangerous Point, when Prudence and Fidelity ſhall turn to Loſs, 
and wickedneſs be ſupported by the Reputation of Favour and Applauſe, 
The Milery of theſe falſe Meaſures is excellently well Pointed out to us in 
this Fable; and conſequently the Bleſſings of a ſteddy Admiration, where 
the Ends of Government are Conſcientiouſly obſery'd, and the Divine Pri. 
viledges of Power maintain'd ; and where Truth and Juſtice are impartial- 
ly Allerted and Adminiſter'd, and as reſolutely Defended.

The Fable extends to all Incompetent Judges, Umpires, or Ar- 
birrators, in what Caſe or Matter, or under what incapacity or Diſabi- 
lity ſocver. It Points at the Folly and Scandal of the Choice too, as 
well as the Iniquity of the Sentence; for the Honour of the Governor, 
and the Well-being of the Government, depend in a great Meaſure upon 
the Fitneſs of the Officer, let his Commiſſion be Eccleſiaſtical, Civil, Mi- 
lirary, or what elſe ir will. Here's an Af made a Judge of Muſik ; 4 
Faculty that he neicher Loves nor Underſtands; for there's zo Song to 
Oxe Afs, like the Braying of Another. Let any Man fancy to Himſelf, how 
it would look to put a Law-Caſe to a Fack-Pudding ; a Queſtion of State 
to a Corn-Cutter; a Point of Conſcience ro a Knight of the Poſt. In ſhort, 
let every Man be Conſulted and Credired in his own Way and Trade. 
Neither can it be ExpzRcd that a Fool ſhould judge according to Wil- 
dom, Truth, Reaſon and Juſtice, There may be very proper Exceptions 
roo upon the Matter, as well of Morals, as of Abilities. One would 
not 
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there's a Temptation to Popularity. Falſe Men are not to be taken into 
Confidence 5; nor Fearful Men into a Poſt that requires Reſolution ; not 
Cruel, Inſolent Men, into a Station where Power may be Abus'd to Op- 
preſſion.

Where a Brace of Sharp- 
ers will be going ts Law, none fo fit as an Ape to try the Cauſe; and it 
was a Sentence worthy of ſuch a Judge, to pronounce them both Guilty ; 
which in Equity they were, with a reſpect to their Character and Reputa- 
tion z tho' in Law they could not be ſo, upon the Fad in Queſtion. If 
the Ape in this Fable had too little regard to the Letter of the Law, we 
have ſeen ſome Caſes where more ſtreſs has been laid upon the rigour 
and ftri&neſs of it, than Conſcientioufly did belong to't : For when one 
Man of an Exemplary Improbity,Charges another of the ſame Stamp, in 
a Court of Juſtice, he lies under the Diſadvantgge of a ſtrong Suſpicion, 
even before he is Heard ; and People are Prepar'd to believe the Worſt 
of him by Anticipation, and before his Caſe is known. So that the Bare 
Prejudice is ſufficient to turn the Scale, where it was Gold-weight before 
unleſs we Ballance the Improbity of the one, with the Improbity of the 
other, as the Ape did here in the Fable. | 

We are to underſtand upon the whole Matter, that it is more Adviſable 
to give too little Credit in a Court of Judicature to Men of Profligate 
ves, then too Much : For 'tis a Scandal to Publick Juſtice, to make uſe 


of ſuch Inſtruments for the Supporters of a State.
